FIRST DAY 



The forty-sixth annual meeting of the Fire Underwriters* 
Association of the Northwest was held in the Hotel La Salle, 
Chicago, Illinois, on Wednesday and Thursday, October 6th and 
7th, 1915, Mr. B. L. West, President of the Association, presiding. 

There was a larger attendance at the opening session than 
ever ief ore in the history of the Association, there being 572 
present. 

The President (Mr. B. L. West) : Gentlemen, we will come 
to order, please. 

A number of years ago some gentleman, with rare judg- 
ment, inaugurated the beautiful custom of opening our meeting 
with vocal selections. We have been honored upon one or two 
occasions by a lady who has charmingly entertained us in that 
respect, and I am exceptionally pleased to say that that lady, Mrs. 
P. D. McGregor, will favor us with vocal selections upon this 
occasion. 

It is my great pleasure to introduce Mrs. McGregor, and 
Mrs. Allen, who will accompany her. (Applause.) 

Mrs. P. D. McGregor then rendered three vocal selections: 
''My Lover He Comes on the Skee," ''Your Eyes" and "The 
Star," in which her rich soprano voice was heard to great ad- 
vantage and for which she was enthusiastically encored. 

In responding to the encore the President, on behalf of the 
Association, presented her with a beautiful bouquet of Amer- 
ican beauty roses, which Mrs. McGregor received midst the enthu- 
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siastic applause of all present, and after bowing her acknowledg- 
ments, rendered ** Annie Laurie" as an encore. 

Mr. Bonar: Mr. President, we certainly have been most 
delightfully entertained here this morning, and what we have 
listened to has been more than a mere entertainment ; it has been 
a pleasure, a joy and a treat of rare excellence. 

I now make this motion : That we tender to Mrs. McGregor 
and the accompanist, Mrs. Allen, our thanks, and show our ap- 
preciation by a rising vote. (Applause.) 

In connection with this, I want to say, Mr. President and 
Gentlemen, that we do not want the ladies to do all the singing. 
I suggest that while standing we sing one verse of our national 
hymn, ** America.*' I do so for this reason: Our country is 
the only one on the face of this great earth that can get to- 
gether such a body of men as we have here this morning. We 
have the greatest, the strongest and the most efficient organ- 
ization of fire insurance companies in the world. (Applause.) 
Furthermore, I am proud of the civilization that can give us 
women like these two ladies who can appear before an audience 
of men like this gathered here this morning and give the enter- 
tainment they have. 

Therefore, I suggest that we stand while we sing one verse 
of *' America.'' (Applause.) 

The President : You have heard the motion, gentlemen. All 
in favor will please rise. I see you are all on your feet already. 
I think we have had a rare treat, and, Mrs. McGregor and 
Mrs. Allen, you have our heartfelt thanks. (Applause.) 

The ladies and gentlemen then present sang the first verse 
of the national anthem, Mrs. Allen accompanying. 

The President : I think, gentlemen, with the entertainment 
given us this morning we will be inspired to great things during 
our meeting. The next order of business is the roll-call and 
reading of the minutes of the last meeting. 

Mr. Andrews : Mr. President, I move that the roll-call and 
the reading of the minutes of the last meeting be dispensed 
with. They will be published. 

The motion was duly seconded. 

The President: You have heard the motion, gentlemen, 
that the roll-call and the reading of the minutes of the last 
meeting be dispensed with. 

The motion thus stated was then put to the meeting and 
carried unanimously. 

The President: The next order of business is the election 
of new members. The Secretary will read the names and we 
will vote upon them.

Mr. Carroll L. De Witt : Mr. President, following the cus- 
tom that has prevailed in the Association for a number of years, 
and in view of the fact that the report of the Board will be a 
part of our records, I move you, sir, that the reading of it be 
dispensed with at this time. 

The motion was duly seconded. 

The President: It has been moved and seconded that the 
reading of the report of the Board of Directors be dispensed 
with. 

The motion thus stated was then put to the meeting and 
carried unanimously. 



REPORT OF BOARD OP DIRECTORS, 

July 6, 1915. 

A called meeting of the Board of Directors was held on 
July 6, 1915, in the Library, with President B. L. West in the 
chair and the following officers and members of the Board pres- 
ent: Secretary Guy A. Richards, W. R. Townley, E. S. Phelps, 
Geo. R. Orosley and W. J. Sonnen. 

After calling the meeting to order President West read the 
report of the Committee on Publication of the 1914 Proceedings 
as follows : 

Report of Committee on Pubushing Proceedings. 

Owing to the fact that Wright & Joys Company of Milwaukee, 
who had printed our proceedings for a great many years, retired 
from business, the Committee deemed it advisable to have the 
book printed in Chicago if prices could be made satisfactory, 
and therefore a letter was addressed not only to several Chicago 
houses, but two Milwaukee firms as well, soliciting bids.. 

Accordingly the Committee met on Monday, October 17th, 
to discuss the bids submitted, but for the reason that each firm 
bid from a widely different basis of computation it was thought 
best to address a letter to the several printing concerns outlining 
a uniform basis on which to submit their bids. The following 
letter was therefore addressed to Rogers & Co., Chicago; Bar- 
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nard & Miller, Chicago; S. E. Tate, Milwaukee, Wis.; The In- 
surance Field, Chicago, and Meyer-Rotier of Milwaukee. 

**The committee having charge of the printing of the pro- 
ceedings of the annual meeting of the Fire Underwriters Asso- 
ciation of the Northwest find that after reviewing the different 
bids we seem in former years to have been satisfied with a 
charge of so much per page, whereas from what we can learn 
through interviewing people who are familiar with this work, the 
only logical way in which to obtain a book that will not con- 
tain unnecessary pages and too free a distribution of printed 
matter is to have the bids submitted on the basis of what wUl 
be the charge for the hook. 

We find that a better book could be produced if we reverted 
to the methods of former years, when part of the text was 
printed in 8-point type and part in 10-point, the smaller type 
being used in giving the text of what a speaker has said and also 
using the smaller type for the reports of the various commit- 
tees. This would mean a book with about one-half 8-point and 
one-half lO-point type. 

We therefore invite you to submit a bid on the following 
basis : 

The book to contain say a minimum of 192 pages with a 
charge for each extra signature of 32 pages or division of 16 
pages and 8 pages respectively. 

28 full-page half-tones. 

15 32-page membership lists in tabular form. 

69 leather-bound Memorial books. 

4 books of complimentary tickets (50 tickets in each). 

1 book of 150 new members tickets numbered consecutively 
in duplicate. 

1000 membership cards in duplicate. 

30 half-tones 3x4 for officers and memorial pages, but with- 
out border for memorial half-tones. 

The 1200 copies of the proceedings to be printed on super- 
calendered paper with coated inserts for half tones to be pre- 
pared for shipment in cartons with labels addressed. 

If you will be good enough to submit your bid on this basis 
our committee will give the matter early attention. We hope, 
however, that you can have this in our hands by the end of the 
present week.

On November 27th the Committee again met and after giving 
the bids careful consideration, the firm of Barnard & Miller was 
given the work, their bid being $790, the lowest submitted, and 
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the committee having satisfied themselves that this firm was 
equipped to handle the work, copy was turned over to them on 
November 28, 1914.

The report was approved as read. 

Moved by Mr. Richards and seconded by Mr. Phelps that 
owing to an error in the published date of joining this Associa- 
tion, that the dues of Messrs. H. H. Friedley and L. E. Hil- 
dreth be remitted to the amount of $15 each and that they be 
admitted to Life Membership. Motion carried and Secretary 
instructed to notify the gentlemen of the action of the Board. 

Letters from Messrs. J. T. Main, G. C. Hoffman, H. E* Par- 
sons, W. T. Eaton and Sig. Schwarz were then read by the Sec- 
retary requesting that their resignations be accepted. Upon 
motion of Mr. Townley, seconded by Mr. Sonnen, resignations 
were accepted. 

Mr. Townley, as Chairman of the Scholarship Committee, 
then gave a synopsis of the work of his committee, reporting 
favorable progress in that line of endeavor. 

Mr. West outlined the program for the 1915 meeting, after 
which a motion to adjourn was entertained.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 

This report of our Librarian is extremely gratifying and 
your committee feels that the success of the Library is largely 
due to the intelligent and efficient manner in which she per- 
forms her duties. Not every Librarian is as pleasing and gra- 
cious as our own. This idea is brought out in a little verse 
by Mark Van Doren that was handed to a member of the Com- 
mittee the other day. It is entitled: 
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The Librabian. 

When first in that still treasure-house of books 

I saw the dread librarian come and go. 
And never deign to loosen with soft looks 

Her spell o'er us who would her secret know 
When next, behind her frosted iron shield, 

I saw her move along the friendly halls. 
Rebuking with a single glance congealed — 

Ignoring such as stood against the walls; 
I, wondering then if king or god did hold 

Possession of her queenly heart and mind. 
Resolved to be Incontinently bold, 

And ask her if she be of mortal kind. 
I did and lo! this answer did she fling: 
"Fm just a girl, and fit for anything." 

In order to comply with the requirements of Section B, Arti- 
cle 8, of our Constitution, your Committee recommends that an 
appropriation of Fifteen Hundred Dollars ($1,500) be made 
for the maintenance of the Library, and Three Hundred and 
Fifty Dollars ($350) for the purchase of new books. I there- 
fore move, Mr. President, the adoption of the report and the 
acceptance of the recommendation covering appropriations.

Owing to the absence of Chairman Marshall I have been 
requested to read the following : 

Report of the Librarian. 

To Mr. John Marshall, Jr., Chairman: 

I have the honor to submit herewith my report as Librarian 
of the Fire Underwriters Association of the Northwest for the 
year ending September 30, 1915. 

It is a difficult task for me to make a report of this kind 
serve as a salad that we might better enjoy the solid food of 
this our annual feast of reason, so I will make this as brief as 
possible, that this report, like the quality of mercy, may be 
** twice blessed." 

There is perhaps no better way in which to form an intelli- 
gent concept of the advance of the activities of the library 
than by contrasting conditions as they now are with those that 
obtained in 1908, at which time your Committee placed the 
library in my keeping. 
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From a nucleus of some 850 volumes we have steadily grown 
until at the present writing 2,200 bound books are available to 
readers, or 2,800 with the addition of the Fire Insurance Club 's 
collection. This is exclusive of the duplicate volumes of pro- 
ceedings and much interesting and valuable material in pam- 
phlet form. 

From serving a mere handful of men who were studiously- 
inclined, the library has been the recipient of some 1,500 visitors 
during the past year, 162 of whom have taken advantage of the 
loaning privileges, thus keeping some 450 books in circulation. 

Early in March it was believed that by placing the books 
of the Fire Insurance Club of Chicago and the Chicago Board 
of Underwriters with the books contained in our own library 
in such a way as to have all books on one subject together, it 
would be the means of obtaining a greater degree of eflSciency. 
This was done, and after adding new shelving, the library was 
classified in nine sections covering as follows: Text Books 
(those treating on subjects particularly needed in the Institute 
classes) ; Law; Statistics (year books, charts and directories) ; 
History and Miscellaneous; State Fire Insurance Reports and 
Reports of State Fire Marshals; Technical Works and Engineer- 
ing; Magazines. 

During the past year 250 books have been added to our 
collection and a special effort has been directed to filling out 
sets of books that hitherto have been incomplete. 

Through the courtesy of the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters the library has received a complete set of reports of 
the Committee on Fire Prevention, and these will be so bound 
as to keep them up to date. 

From the Secretary of the State Insurance Commissioners 
we have received the reports of their annual conventions from 
1902 to 1914, inclusive, and have been placed on their mailing 
list for all future numbers. 

Each year we find it more imperative to have bound such 
papers or journals as may prove of permanent worth, and dur- 
ing the past year we have had bound all of the Special Hazard 
Bulletins and Quarterlies of the National Fire Protection As- 
sociation. The Fire Underwriters of the Pacific proceedings, 
which are published in paper covering and which contain much 
valuable information, are also bound so that they may be of 
permanent usefulness. 

Inquiries relative to hazards and processes of manufacture 
are most frequent and often puzzling, and for this reason an 
index has been prepared, using the card system, covering this 
phase of library work. An index has also been prepared and 
will be incorporated in the printed record of the proceedings of 
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this meeting showing the Title, Author, Year and Page Num- 
ber of every address given before this Association from its in- 
ception to the present day. This, I believe, will be a most wel- 
come addition to our book and, from my observation, a much 
needed one. 

Owing to the fact that this index to papers will be pub- 
lished, I am taking the liberty to suggest that the list of acces- 
sions to the library, which this year number close to 250, be 
placed on file and not printed as has been the custom. Each 
year the list grows, and all I wish to say is that *4f the book is 
published — ^we have it.'' 

To the publishers of the various magazines and journals 
dealing with insurance, to Messrs. T. H. Smith, B. L. West, 
Thrasher Hall, and to the Insurance Commissioners, Boards and 
Associations, the thanks of this Association are due for their 
donations to our shelves.

Mr. W. R. Townley: The Committee begs to submit the 
following report : 

SCHOLARSHIP COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen op the Fire Underwriters' 
Association op the Northwest: 

Your Committee finds much pleasure in reporting a very 
successful year. 

We have overcome to a great extent the awkwardness of 
handling our subject, a condition which is almost sure to be 
encountered when we venture into untried paths, and with much 
less labor than was experienced in the first year of the Commit- 
tee's existence, we feel that we have accomplished a little more 
than was done in 1914. 
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This year we distributed about 4,000 circulars among the 
preparatory schools of the states from which the greater part 
of the membership of the Association is drawn. We did not at- 
tempt circularizing the members as was done the first year for 
the reason that this seemed an unnecessary expense in view of 
the fact that we are all aware of the existence of this Scholar- 
ship, and we believe every member is willing to render any as- 
sistance he can in promoting the project whenever called upon. 

Last year four candidates competed for the Scholarship and 
this year there were six who participated in the examinations. 
The Committee awarded this year's Scholarship to Frederic 
Allan Trask, a graduate of the J. H. Bowen High School, Chi- 
cago. There was one candidate from Kansas, one from Iowa 
and four from Chicago. 

Whether or not the activities of this Committee are respon- 
sible for the added interest shown in the Fire Protection Engi- 
neering course, it is difficult to tell, but we find that the number 
of students at Armour Institute who have chosen this course 
has increased from twenty-six in 1913 to forty-five in 1914. 

In accordance with the provisions of the Article of our Con- 
stitution governing Scholarships in Fire Protection Engineering, 
your Committee requests that an appropriation of $525 to 
cover the fees and expenses for the next fiscal year be voted 
at this meeting. The appropriation last year was $350, of which 
$307 was expended by your Committee and the remaining $43 
has reverted automatically to the general funds of the Asso- 
ciation. 

,We earnestly hope that as the years pass we may find that 
our members will become more and more interested in this work.

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The President : You have heard the report of the treasurer, 
gentlemen, and this report, it is proper to say, has been duly 
audited by the Finance Committee and is submitted to you for 
your consideration. What is your pleasure? 

Mr. Townley : I move that it be accepted and placed on file. 

The motion was duly seconded and, there being no discus- 
sion, it was put to the meeting as stated and declared carried 
unanimously. 

The President: Mr. Fitzgerald, I will ask you to take the 
chair. There is serious business ahead of you. 

(Mr. Fitzgerald hereupon assumed the chair.) 

The Chairman : We have come to an important part of the 
program. We will listen to the excellent address that our Pres- 
ident has prepared for us, and I invite your close attention to 
the suggestions which he will give us. Mr. West. 

The President (Mr. B. L. West) then read the following 
address : 

PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

JGIentlemen op the Fire Underwriters' Association of the 
Northwest : 

It is a greatly appreciated privilege, as well as a sincere 
pleasure, to extend to you and to our guests a most cordial 
welcome to this, the forty-sixth annual meeting of our Associa- 
tion. We are distinctly honored by the interest and attendance 
of the ladies, and inspired by the charm of their presence. 

The reports of your various Committees show the Associa- 
tion to be in a healthy and prosperous condition. We have a 
membership of 1,037, a cash surplus of nearly $7,500.00, a very 
extensive library in active and successful operation, and through 
the labors and painstaking efforts of our Scholarship Committee, 
are not only providing scholarships for the successful candi- 
dates therefor, but are stimulating, to a marked degree, interest 
in general in fire protection engineering among students in 
technical colleges. The wisdom of the establishment of a schol- 
arship course has already been demonstrated. It will, in my 
opinion, reflect great credit upon the Association, and be of 
distinct value to our business in the years to come. 

Your particular attention is called to that portion of the 
Librarian's report by which you are advised that an index of 
addresses delivered before the Association has been completed. 
All addresses are cross-indexed, by authors and titles, and this 
feature, in my opinion, adds immensely to the value of the 
reports of the proceedings. The records of our proceedings con- 
tain hundreds of most interesting and instructive addresses, and 
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the Librarian is to be specially complimented upon the com- 
pletion of this important and valuable work. 

In connection with the finances of the Association, I desire 
to refer to the fact that the funds on deposit are earning less 
than 3 per cent, per annum. I find no provision for the in- 
vestment of funds, and it seems to me that it would be only a 
natural and business-like proposition for the Association to 
empower the Board of Directors or a special committee, together 
with the President and Treasurer, under such restrictions as 
might appeal to the Association, to invest a portion of these 
funds in first mortgage bonds or other unquestionable security, 
thereby insuring an additional income to the Association. I 
would suggest that this subject be referred to a Committee for 
report at this meeting. 

During the year just past, Death has visited our ranks and 
taken 14 of our beloved members from us. At a proper moment 
before the close of our session, we will continue the beautiful 
custom which has been inaugurated of standing with bowed heads 
while their names are read by the Secretary. Memorial Commit- 
tees have been named in each case, and their reports will, as 
usual, be published in full in the proceedings of the meeting. 

Among the important events of unusual interest occurring 
during the past year has been the advanced action taken with 
reference to uniform policy forms and riders. As you are no 
doubt aware, the sentiment in favor of the plan of furnishing 
uniform supplies from a central bureau is growing rapidly. 
It was given official sanction at the meeting of the Western 
Union at Atlantic City in September of this year, and will no 
doubt receive the same official encouragement at the meeting of 
the Bureau at Buffalo in November. This plan for furnishing 
forms to agents commends itself on the grounds of uniformity, 
concurrency, simplification of loss adjustments, important and 
vital assistance to examiners in various offices — ^to say nothing 
of the tremendous saving in the cost of production and trans- 
portation. The immense waste by reason of duplication of 
forms by each Company alone gives ample warrant for this im- 
portant change in methods of procedure in the direction re- 
ferred fo. 

Following the decision of the United States Supreme Court 
in the Kansas case, rate-making and regulating bills were in- 
troduced in various States throughout the West. Iowa, Mich- 
igan and Minnesota enacted so-called Anti-Discrimination or 
rate-regulating laws, modeled, to a large extent, after that rec- 
ommended by the National Association of Insurance Commis- 
sioners. Missouri passed a law somewhat more drastic, but 
an attempt at improvement on its previous action in that direc- 
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tion. Oklahoma adopted a law creating a State Board, which is 
to govern the insurance business and control the insurance com- 
panies in that state. There is, however, serious doubt as to the 
constitutionality of the Oklahoma law, and it is now being tested 
in the courts under the direction of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters. 

It will be noted by the action of these states, following the 
action of Kansas, Kentucky and Missouri, that the idea of 
rate-regulation is still with us as a live issue. The success or 
failure of these laws must, of necessity, depend upon the fair- 
ness of the state officials, upon whom rests the responsibility 
of their interpretation, and the fairness with which they are 
treated by the companies. Thorough investigation by the various 
insurance commissioners and by the public will, I hope (and I 
believe not unreasonably), result in the removal of state control 
and supervision of rates, leaving the companies free to make 
rates with provisions as against discrimination, both as to rates 
and forms. 

Gratifying progress has been made in the campaign of edu- 
cation and fire prevention. Our labors in this direction are leav- 
ing, and will continue to leave, a beneficial impress upon the 
results of fire underwriting, and should have the hearty sup- 
port of every man engaged in the fire insurance business. 

The evolution of our business during the past decade has 
brought more serious problems for us to solve than those which 
confronted the founders of this grand Association, but we have 
been equipped with better tools with which to solve them, and 
greater things are very naturally and properly expected from 
us. The constant reduction in rates, the extension of term rules, 
heavy (indeed, unwarranted) credits for co-insurance, and 
liberalizing of general underwriting practices have rendered it 
more and more difficult to return a profit on Underwriting, and 
these conditions must be met by a finer knowledge of our own 
business. 

We must also be prepared — and well prepared — ^to safe- 
guard our interests, which are being assailed upon all sides. 
The success which has attended our efforts in that direction 
should convince us that public sentiment is rapidly changing, 
and that we are receiving more thoughtful and favorable con- 
sideration at the hands of legislators and the public at large. 
The frank, open and conscientious manner in which we have 
presented our case has won for us a more favorable considera- 
tion on the part of the people and of the legislators, and should 
stimulate us to renewed activity, with a certainty of success 
in the final analysis. 

In this connection, I desire to refer to the attacks which 
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are made upon the expense of transacting the Fire Insurance 
business, and which, to my mind, are a vital factor, particularly 
from the local agent's point of view. It is a well-known fact 
that from 55 per cent, to 60 per cent, of the expense of transact- 
ing the fire insurance business consists of commissions paid 
to local agents, and cannot be eliminated without a change in 
the agency system of the country. I contend that, as a general 
proposition, the agent is worthy of his hire. There are excep- 
tions to this rule, as to every other rule, but the earnest, honest 
American fire insurance agent earns every dollar which he re- 
ceives as compensation. He is the middle-man, and occupies 
a very much more important position in his relation to the public 
than the grocery Dian, the hardware dealer, the jeweler or any 
merchandizing middle-man can possibly occupy. The policy- 
holder very properly expects him to select companies of unques- 
tioned stability; to see that his interests are properly covered 
in the issuance of the policy, and to see that he is accorded 
every proper privilege. If he is a **live wire'' and a good agent, 
it is necessary for him to be not only a good inspector, but 
familiar with hazards and schedules, in order that he may point 
out defects in the properties of his clients; see that hazards are 
removed, thereby reducing the possibilities of fires which in 
many instances entail losses not only of values, but of profits 
and of customers, securing rate reductions therefor, and to 
attend to innumerable details, all of which are extremely valu- 
able to the insured, as well as to the general public. He must 
be recognized as an important factor in the fire insurance busi- 
ness, and he must also be recognized as an important item of 
expense to the American public. I regard an attack upon the 
expense ratios of the Fire Insurance Companies as an indirect, 
unwarranted and unintentional attack upon the American 
Agency System. I believe that it behooves the American Fire 
Insurance Agents to defend such system, and in order to defend 
the American Agency System, it is necessary to defend the 
expense of transacting the Fire Insurance Business in this 
country generally. We must all justify our existence, and we 
cannot shift our burdens to the shoulders of others. 

The rates at which the business is now written, generally 
speaking, will admit of no further reductions, except for actual 
improvements in construction, protection and elimination of fire 
waste. Aside from the commissions paid to agents, the expenses 
of the business are practically forced upon the companies by 
taxes, fees, and in general, the requirements of the various 
insurance departments ; expenses of inspection ; rate-making ; the 
engineering departments which are assisting materially in the 
reduction of the fire waste of the country, and the home office 
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and department expenses — ^which latter, instead of being un- 
reasonable, will be found to be upon a conservative basis, and 
which will not average 7 per cent. 

From a consideration of the make-up of the expense account, 
together with the fact that many insurance departments have 
recommended bills for enactment which will reduce fire insur- 
ance commissions to agents, it will be clearly seen that unless the 
American agent comes to the relief of the entire situation, com- 
missions (in which he is vitally interested, and every dollar of 
which he can earn if he performs his duties faithfully) will be 
reduced by legislation. This is a situation which must be faced 
by the local agents, and faced squarely. 

One of the most outrageous burdens which we have to bear 
is the taxes referred to above, which are levied upon us by the 
various states in which we transact business. These taxes are 
based upon the gross business of the Company rather than the 
net business-^a proposition which is repugnant to good business 
morals, discriminating in the extreme, and one which would not 
be tolerated for one moment by industrial business. In our 
general campaigns, we must make this situation plain to the 
insuring public, and at the proper time, seek, by concentration 
of effort, the repeal of the laws under which these taxes are 
levied. 

Gentlemen — it is a fact that the Fire Insurance interests 
are on more friendly grounds, and that there is better co-opera- 
tion today than there has been for years. The business is being 
placed back upon the dignified plane that it formerly occupied, 
and to which it is entitled, and the sentiment that there is no 
longer room in the business for the men who does not honor his 
obligations, both technical and moral, is growing with most 
pleasing rapidity. May it crystallize into action. 

I am an Optimist and a believer in the integrity of men 
generally. I feel that we have warrant for the belief that those 
engaged in the fire insurance business are giving more sober and 
serious thought than ever before to the solution of its problems. 
There is much to be done, and I have faith that the members 
of this Grand Old Association will be true to themselves; true 
to the business; true to the Association, and contribute gener- 
ously to the general good. 

I have appreciated, more than I can tell you, the honor you 
conferred upon me in making me your President, and sincerely 
hope that you will be able to look back with pleasure and ap- 
proval upon the Administration. I gratefuly and thankfully 
acknowledge the generous co-operation which has been accorded 
me, and the many courtesies which I have received at the hands 
of the Officers, Directors and members of the various Commit- 
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tees, as Well as from our eflScient Librarian and individual mem- 
bers of the Association. 

In returning to your various fields of labor, please know 
that my sincere good wishes are with you. I bid you God speed, 
and may honor and success attend you. 

The Chairman: (Jentlemen, you have heard the able ad- 
dress of our President. What is your pleasure? 

Mr. S. E. Gate: Mr. Chairman, after listening to this very 
able and most comprehensive address, I will say that I have 
noted one thing in passing, that our President deviated fi'om 
the old beaten paths that former presidents have used in their 
annual addresses and has trod on ground that to us seems proper 
and right, touching upon new subjects. And, therefore, Mr. 
Chairman, I move that the address be submitted to a com- 
mittee of five, in the usual way. 

The motion was duly seconded. 

The Chairman: You have heard the motion. Are you 
ready for the question? 

There being no further discussion the motion as stated was 
put and carried unanimously. 

The Chairman: It is so ordered. I will appoint on that 
committee Mr. H. N. Wood erf Nebraska, Mr. Joseph W. O'Brien 
of Michigan, Mr. Dan T. Simth of Illinois, Mr. George Snyder 
of Kentucky and Mr. John A. Hanson of Minnesota. 

(The President hereupon resumed the chair.) 

Mr. H. N. Wood : Mr. President, may I ask that the mem- 
bers of the committee meet me in this room at the close of this 
session so that we may consider the President's address? 

The President: The gentlemen will be good enough to 
meet Mr. Wood, as requested. 

In seeking the proper source of knowledge and of insur- 
ance we look to the greater interests for the production of our 
annual address. I think we have been most fortunate this year in 
our selection, and I am exceedingly pleased to present the next 
speaker on this program. Representing, as he does, one of the 
greatest fire insurance companies in the world, an American 
institution, and having had close personal touch with the sit- 
uations which confront us — one who has taken great pains and 
devoted a great deal of his personal time, thought and energy 
to the solution of those problems, it is a great pleasure and 
gratification to present that gentleman to you who will deliver 
our annual address. 

I cannot hope to introduce to you the speaker, because he 
is known to you, probably, better than I ; that is, probably bet- 
ter than I am known. But without taking up your time I desire 
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to present to you with sincere pleasure and with great pride Mr. 
C. A. Ludliun, Vice-President of the Home Insurance Company 
of New York, who will deliver our annual address. (Loud ap- 
plause. ) 

ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

By C. A, HiDLUM. 

Action and Counteraction. 

Mb. Pbesident, Members of the Fire Undebwritbrs' Association of the 

N0BTHWB8T, I1ADIE8 AND Gentlemen: 

Id Justice to myseU and in behalf of tbe truth, I wish to preface my 
address by a statement of fact. When 1 was asked by the President to 
deliver the annual address at the Northwestern meeting, I felt, verj 



properly, that I was highly honored, and said so. 1 also felt that his 
choice was a poor one, ad endeavored In all sincerity eo to convince 
him, alleging what I believed, and still believe, to be sufflclent reasons. 
He persisted, however, and I yielded. His confusion, therefore, be on 
his own head. It does not do sometimes to Ignore well-meant and well- 
considered dissuasion, as a certain Boston spinster once realized to her 
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discomfiture. In that historic city, "looking eastward to the sea/' the 
platform of some of the electric street cars are equipped with high gates 
which are kept closed on the left side, thus permitting passengers to 
get on or ofT only on the side opposite to cars going in the other direc- 
tion. The lady of whom this story is told, wanted to get off and indi- 
cated to several men who were on the platform, leaning against the 
closed gate, that she desired them to step aside. They in turn indicated 
that the other side was the proper one from which to leave the car, 
but with that disdain for contrary advice, especially from mere men, 
which the mature Boston maiden can so effectively display, she said — 
to no one in particular, but with much positiveness — "I desire to get 
off the car on this side." One of the gentlemen changed his position 
and said to the others: "Gentlemen, step aside; the lady wants to climb 
over the gate." 

Having laid aside my well-informed objections to the choice of your 
President and given him his way in the matter, the selection of a topic 
which should be worthy of your attention gave me much perplexity. 
I could not hope to think of anything new, as there is nothing in that 
category under the sun. I have the very best atithority for that asser- 
tion. And it wouldn't be worth taking your time to hear a repetition, 
in slightly varied language, of generalities, either glittering or more 
or less tarnished by long exposure. What I shall say was suggested 
to me by some events and . manifestations which, although not all of 
them important of themselves, indicated, as it seems to me, a defect 
or weakness in our business which is both unnecessary and detri- 
mental. 

[I attended a Blue Goose Meeting last night and my vocal cords 
are a- little stiff and do not have their usual spring. (Laughter.) ] 

The methods and permitted activities of Fire Underwriting are in 
the melting-pot (please note I use the word in the singular number) and 
he were a bold prophet who should undertake to say what shape they 
will take. There are indications that the era of governmental oppres- 
sion of some lines of business is approaching, or has reached, its end, 
and that a period of profitable opportunity for the enterprises of 
capital is about to begin. 

Our business, however, appears unhappily to be more of a target 
for governmental management and political harassment than ever. If 
it be not in one state, it is in several others, that ill-informed if not ill- 
disposed propositions are put forward with the purpose of imposing 
destructive regulation upon the business of fire insurance; a regulation 
too often given into the hands of individuals possessing no adequate 
qualifications, specialized training or knowledge for the exercise of 
such control. Even if fortunately they be eo qualified, they are quite 
likely to be, notwithstanding the best of intentions, constrained by 
various considerations which are generally unescapable when admin- 
istering public affairs. It has been remarked that a government is not 
more capable than the persons who at the time compose it, and it is 
also true that until the general public is enlightened to perceive that 
the exercise of a hampering and extreme control over any business is 
detrimental — as it now looks as though it were the public desire that too 
oppressive regulation of the railroads should cease — we must expect 
recurring demonstrations of prejudice and incompetent interference 
with the mechanism of our business. Indications are not altogether 
lacking in some directions that the people have recognized that they 
are the parties most injured by the consequences of ill-advised laws 
made by their representatives, whose own interests are hardly affected 
because they have little or none of that kind — ^whose own financial 
responsibilities are not concerned for a very simple reason. 
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Intelligent and sympathetic regulation no business should object 
to, but ratheF welcome; strangulation, however, is fatal. 

But I have wandered. I have in mind, not to discourse to the 
public, not to engage in something like what has been described by a 
rhetorician as an "elaboration of the obvious; a labored demonstration 
of the self-evident," but to point out what seems to me to be a defect 
and disadvantage in our own conduct and attitude. 

There have been some thoughtful articles and addresses recently 
exhorting* American Business to find itself. I quote from one of them — 
"During the years just past, in which the business men of the United 
States have been enduring the effects of an uninformed and mistaken 
public sentiment, * * • and have undergone the heckling of the 
politicians striving to give legislative form and substance to that senti- 
ment, there has been no little bewilderment among business men * * 
• they have been distracted among themselves, not only hurrying 
hither and thither in search of a remedy for their troubles, but also 
falling Into idle and ineffective contentions among themselves ♦ • ♦ 
they have made it easy for the politicians to have their harmful way, 
at least for the time being." 

The purpose of my present allocution is to deprecate distractions 
among ourselves, to urge against "falling into idle and ineffective con- 
tentions" among ourselves. I submit that we experience a repletion 
of attack from the outside without having to engage in "sniping" each 
other to employ our surplus energies. 

This is not by any means intended to advocate the submergence 
of individuality, deprecate enterprise nor suggest the suppression of 
administrative discretion. Indeed, I should not dissent from the sug- 
gestion that in some of our dealings there has been too much detail 
attempted — too great minutiae of regulation — too much reliance upon 
boards or unions to do all the work and thinking for the companies, 
almost to do their underwriting for them. It may be well also to state 
that this is not at all a call to do away with competition. In the first 
place, it would be sheer waste of time, voice and effort to attempt any 
such thing, and in the second place, competition is indispensable to 
progress. Pride in achievement, in skill of performance, in triumph 
honestly earned, the glow of rivalry fairly met, all go to supply what 
the economists term "motivation," without which stagnation and ret- 
rogression would ensue. 

It is rather in disparagement of what may be illustrated by a 
news item which caught the speaker's attention some months ago, 
reading as follows: 

"Insurance men are once again furnishing the public with the 
enlightening spectacle of sets of insurance men trying to secure from 
the lawmakers what has been denied them by their fellows." 

There have been many instances in the quite recent history of our 
business of disturbances, created (doubtless, without intention but 
which should have been foreseen) by cross-firing on the part of indi- 
viduals or individual interests. Laws and rulings which are admittedly 
detrimental and of injurious effect, or would be if they had not been 
opposed at the cost of much trouble and with much diflftculty, have 
been suggested or instigated by some one or some faction in our own 
ranks, inspired by a mistaken and short-sighted irritation, the desire 
to remedy some isolated or local condition, or to satisfy some fancied 
individual grievance. This has resulted in confusion, loss of construct- 
ive energy, impairment of the general good, and is a source of weakness 
Narrow prejudices and jealousies should be laid aside and a just and 
justifiable coherence and common purpose be pursued, or our business 
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will be sporadically regulated nigh unto its death. There is no dis- 
tinction or separateness of interest as between the large and small 
companies in respect of this matter; the welfare of all demands that 
the good of the whole be regarded rather than the fancied advantage 
of a part. The large companies have the greater substance subject to 
attack and deterioration, but the smaller ones are more vulnerable, 
indeed vitally so. 

The old Latin proverb which is translated "Your own property is 
in peril when your neighbor's house burns" should have a peculiar 
and impressive pertinency for those interested in the business of fire 
insurance. 

Bear this in mind, you who are field men: Do not permit your 
proper and commendable ambition to secure volume or get away with 
a good line, obscure your perspective or impair your sense of relative 
advantages. Have you not heard or known, in states where anti-dis- 
crimination bills were pending or such laws had been passed to take 
effect at a near future date, of instances wherein the evident, desire to 
"get business on the books" has induced action, acceptances and 
authorizations which must have discredited and held up for warranted 
derision the well-founded assertions of underwriting interests, deliber- 
ately and justly set forth as an expression of facts and conditions? 
Should not those charged with responsibility stop to think of the mis- 
leading effect such exhibitions must have upon the public and repre- 
sentatives of the public, and to consider whether, in view of the un- 
fortunate impression upon outsiders and the demoralizing effect upon 
insiders, the ultimate price to be paid is not far too much for the 
temporary, narrow, and even doubtful, advantage secured? 

And have you not also known or heard of instances of Special 
Agents running to the state authorities with presentations based upon 
one or two cases having some specious aspect of objectionable char- 
acter, easily enough remedied or of relative insignificance, and in- 
ducing a ruling or even the introduction of a legislative bill which in 
its general application would injure or hamper our business throughout 
its entire fabric? 

But field men are not exclusively nor even principally chargeable 
with the failure to recognize the eminent propriety of focusing the 
direction of operation instead of cross-firing and interference. 

Managers and officials have sometimes followed mutually obstruct- 
ive courses and have shown a disposition to think and act sectionally 
and factionally. In at least one great state, legislation providing for a 
dangerous precedent affecting a prime element of our business was 
urged by the regulating official because he was confused and irritated 
by the divergent views presented by different groups of underwriting 
authorities, and quite naturally concluded that underwriting interests 
did not know what they wanted and were not agreed upon what was 
best and proper in respect to the matter in question. 

All of this is injurious; it discredits our intelligence, hurts our 
business, jand even affords ground for doubt of our sincerity in the 
minds of the regulating authorities. If we have differences, let us 
compose them ourselves, let us, to quote the words of the Chairman 
of the Board of Directors of the United States Steel Corporation in an 
address, * 'practice the co-operation of individual initiative." Mani- 
festly, this does not mean the repression of effort for individual advan- 
tage nor the submergence of individual ambition. It points out the 
desirability of an enlightened selfishness growing out of the realization 
that we serve our own best and greatest interests, when we serve the 
general interest. 

There is another important element of the problem of harmony, of 
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efficiency, and of well-being in the conduct of our business which I 
will have the temerity to refer to. I shall speak without trepidation, 
believing that frankness and sincerity of expression will not occasion 
offense to or be misinterpreted by the great body of those who dis- 
tribute to the companies the business upon which they depend for their 
maintenance — the local agents. I believe that it is hardly open to 
question that there has been a gradual modification of the general 
notion of the proper and desirable relation between agent and company. 
Changing conditions and various causes have brought about this change 
of conception and of attitude, which would require a full discourse of 
itself to specify, trace and analyze. Suffice it to say that it is not 
altogether the fault of either agent or company, using those terms in 
the generic sense. It is, I think, a manifestation of a transitional 
period; a more or less inseparable attendant of the evolution of our 
business from the simple to the complex. It has nevertheless produced 
effects which have been detrimental to the interests of both agent and 
company, principally because it has created a more or less general 
impression that those interests are separate or even opposed. I am as 
certain as my observation and experience can make me of anything, ^ 
that such an idea is false and as such is pernicious. It has more than 
once occasioned serious trouble; agents have "started something" by 
invoking state interference, and too late have realized that some things 
are easier to start than they are to guide, limit or stop when once 
started. 

The local agency force in this country under the American agency 
system is widespread, numerous and very potent. The delegated power 
and authority of the local agent are very great; they are so universal 
that their unusual scope and consequence are too generally forgotten 
or overlooked. Those occupying a position of such power and responsi- 
bility are surely precluded by every consideration of propriety from 
deliberately and intentionally using their great influence contrary to 
the interests of those who have reposed such trust in them and con- 
ferred such powers upon them. And, certainly, they should refrain 
from doing anything to injure interests with which their own interests 
must necessarily be bound up. No fair opinion would deny to agents 
the right to organize into bodies and associations designed to uphold 
and maintain conditions which are their mutual and rightful concern, 
as the companies associate themselves in behalf of their own proper 
objects, but there should be sympathetic motives experienced and dis- 
played, and by no means should differences, if any, either between agents 
themselves or between them and the companies, be taken to the legis- 
lature for remedy. Adjustment thus invoked is likely to be violent and 
disturbing and in its immediate or ultimate effect injurious alike to 
all concerned. 

Agents and companies have common causes of mutual concern 
which may profitably engage their activities to an extent making it, 
to say the least, unnecessary to make an exhibition of "a, household 
divided against itself." The fire insurance business must continue to 
be done and the American agency system is a vital and necessary part 
of it, and it is earnestly to be hoped that no different methods need be 
developed, nor new traditions created. The present speaker feels a com- 
forting confidence that such condition will not arise; that the con- 
trolling intelligence of the body of agents will undoubtedly rvert it 
by a recognition of the fundamental principles and facts of their rela- 
tionship, and a realization that whatever injuries the business or ham- 
pers the operations of the companies, must necessarily involve the 
agents, and vice versa. 
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All of us, officers, managers, field men, local agents and office men, 
are engaged in a worthy business, but one which is probably more 
maligned and misunderstood, more subject to ill-informed prejudice than 
most any other; a favorite and perennial object of atack und harass- 
ment, compelled to devote much time and adopt systematic, organized 
methods for explanation and defense, and to protect itself at great 
pains in every proper and legitimate way from mistaken attemps toward 
restriction, regulation and repression. Surely it can be only a narrow 
outlook or a misapprehension of the situation we are in, which will 
cause the several elements and different components of our business 
to work at odds in matters and relations respecting which we should 
all be united in our joint and several best interests. 

Fire insurance is a commodity, at least in the economic sense that 
it is produced by the expenditure of time, brains and energy, and at 
a money cost, to meet a general want. It is a useful, indispensable 
thing, very generally consumed. It has value and price. The question 
is variously and insistently raised as to whether the price of it is too 
high, whether the relation of the value of the commodity to the cost 
of producing and marketing it is properly adjusted. 

In any business of production the principal problem is how to keep 
costs down — indeed how to keep them from rising — and it has been 
recognized that integration and co-ordination are necessary to that end, 
as business grows and becomes more complex. 

Here I am inclined to digress and suggest the inquiry if the business 
of Fire Insurance has not shown more ability to control cost than the 
business of Government has exhibited. The cost of one is being con- 
stantly reduced, as the lessening average rate proves, while the cost 
of the other is being steadily increased. Perhaps it is partially be- 
cause a government, unlike a private business enterprise, is under no 
necessity to stay solvent. It can assess its owners as it pleases. 

This integration and co-ordination does . not imply monopoly, a 
condition to which the Anglo-Saxon sense is strongly opposed — every 
practical fire insurance man realizes the absurdity and impossibility of 
anything even distantly approaching monopoly of the business in any 
proper sense of the term — ^nor does it look toward a means of equaliz- 
ing all disparities of fortune or condition, or accomplishing a uniform 
distribution of returns and benefits. It does, or should, presume the 
adoption of common courses of action for the benefit of all, realization 
of a community of interest and of endeavor in behalf of efficiency and 
economy, of advancing the truth and reason, and of exposing and 
opposing error and misconception. 

Our business, as most other businesses, must be influenced by the 
changed and changing material conditions attending the economic trans- 
formation which the creation and development of new means of inter- 
communication within a short lifetime have brought about in and 
throughout our country. We can no longer afford to think and act 
provincially, or regard ourselves as apart from and independent of 
the great body of the fire insurance business of the country or be 
indifferent to its institutions, its reputation or its general well-being. 
We are all of us concerned to see that laws which are just and sound 
and reasonable are made for us in the forty-eight sovereignties which 
control our methods and transactions as in any one, for the remarkable 
increase of facilities for mental and material intercourse which the 
past few decades have brought has made us interdependent rather 
than independent. In many cases objectionable laws have been pro- 
posed and passed to satisfy a quite general, even though mistaken, 
public impression that "the insurance companies are not straight,*' 
that they practice devious and hidden Iniquities, that they cannot be 
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trusted to maintain proper standards or observe their moral obliga- 
tions. Is it not then manifestly the affair of every one of us in the 
business to have this impression removed and this unjust attitude 
changed? The great mass of the people do not discriminate; ''ail 
coons'^ in our business ''look alike" to them; they regard "the insur- 
ance companies" generically, and the attitude of mind and misconcep- 
tion indulged toward "the insurance companies/' is directed, gener- 
ally speaking, to each one bearing that family name, without taking 
particular note of its individual proper name or its local habitation. 
All of us, large or small, carrying on extended or restricted operations, 
must suffer more or less from the absence of convinced favorable 
opinion of our institution on the people's part and the lack of well 
informed public confidence in the rectitude, the prevalent uprightness 
and the generally consistent qualities of Fire Insurance Companies. 
Obviously this prejudicial regard cannot be set right if we on our own 
part exhibit something of the same thing in reference to each other 
or to our own institutions. 

Gentlemen of the Underwriters' Association of the Northwest: 
We are all contestants in a high class game wherein the rivalry is 
keen. Whether one is entered in the 2.10 or in the 3.30 class, makes 
no essential difference — one is just as creditable as the other — what 
really matters is the diligence and effort we bring to the contest, and 
what gives each his place in his own self esteem as well as the esteem 
of his fellows is the fairness and squareness with which he contends. 
It is all right to seek by every exercise of knowledge and skill to get 
a place next the rail, but the line between what is fair play and what 
is not, is not likely to be mistaken by any one who seeks to determine 
it for himself. 

To endeavor by false implication, by inciting or aggravating mis- 
taken prejudice to block the course of another, is not only akin to 
methods which rules one out in high class sport, but also discredits our 
business, injures our general reputation and impairs our general wel< 
fare, and the general concern of all is the general concern of each. 

There have been in the recent past forcible and fortunate illus- 
trations of team work and capable, broad-minded co-operation by and 
among the various forces of our business. Local Agents have not 
withheld, but have bestowed freely and actively most effective services 
in more than one emergency; field men have done some excellent work, 
unselfishly and disinterestedly allying themselves to aid in accomplish- 
ing measures designed for the general good; managers and officials 
have given generously of their time, ability and energy to promote the 
common welfare, correct misapprehension and error and allay mistaken 
prejudice, and substantially universal action in the common behalf has 
been manifested to great advantage on many occasions through organ- 
ized means for open, legitimate and altogether defensible procedure 
to those ends. 

More's the pity that such objects, most important, most creditable 
and most desirable as they are, have been, in some cases, made more 
difficult of attainment, or even defeated, by individual manifestations 
of the sort against which this present appeal is directed. 

Let us strive to withdraw our attention from the particulars 
wherein we may happen for the time being to differ, and rather con- 
template and appreciate the needs and interests wherein we commonly 
share, refraining from discordant manifestations, open contests or 
reference of private quarrels to public arbitrament. 

I apt)reciate and thank you all for the patience and attention with 
which you have favored this exhortation to honorable concert in 
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respect of the dearest and most important concerns of our altogether 
respectable, but too little respected, business; this feeble and ineloquent, 
but earnest admonition of the high duty, as well as the manifest de- 
sirability, of contributing our individual and associated influence to 
acquire a good renown for the business or profession to which we are 
each a debtor, with which our beings and our lives are largely bound 
up, and with which as men and individuals we who have made fire 
insurance our calling and election must each of us be personally 
identified. 

(Applause.) 

Mr. Thos. E. Gallagher: Mr. President, I am reminded of 
an incident that happened to a friend of mine a short time ago. 
He had just purchased a new seven passenger Packard car and 
was driving along at about 40 miles an hour when he bumped 
into a Ford. Just then Officer Hogan came along and grabbed 
him by the shoulder and said, * ' What 's you name ? " * * Casey. ' ' 
'*What?" '* Casey," repeated my friend. *'How do you spell 
it?'' * ' C-a-s-e-y. " The officer looked him over calmly, then 
leaning over to him confidentially said, * * What do you think we 
ought to do with that fellow for bumping into you the way 
he did?" 

Now, Mr. President, I consider the gentleman whom we 
have just listened to as a big Packard. As one of the ex-presi- 
dents of this Association I can fully appreciate the difficulty 
attached to the preparation of a program that will measure up 
to the proper standard and in securing the right type of speaker 
to address us. Mr. Ludlum is one of the foremost insurance 
men of the country; he is connected with one of the largest 
companies, and has given us some excellent ideas this morning. 
I move you, sir, that we express our appreciation by a rising 
vote of thanks for the courtesy he has extended us. 

The President: Before you rise I want to say that the 
President is perfectly willing for the *' confusion to be upon his 
own head, ' ' and I put the motion with great pleasure. 

Whereupon a rising vote of thanks was extended to Mr. 
Ludlum.

FIRST DAY 



AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The afternoon session was opened by the President at 2 :30 
o'clock p. m. 

The President: Please come to order, gentlemen. 

Gentlemen, we are to be greatly complimented this after- 
noon on the paper which is to open our proceedings. Busy men 
who leave their important work to contribute to the success of 
our meetings and to give us important ideas and thought, are 
entitled to our most earnest appreciation. We have with us 
today a gentleman who is part of the bone and sinew of this 
entire country, and a gentleman who honors us in appearing 
before us, and who will give us thoughts which will be good 
for deep reflection. He is better known in this city than almost 
any other of our citizens, and it is almost like carrying coals 
to Newcastle for me to attempt to introduce him. However, it 
is my great pleasure to present to you Mr. Greorge M. Eeynolds, 
President of the Continental and Commercial National Bank of 
Chicago, who has done things, who is an *'isser." He is a part 
of the national fabric of this country, one of the gentlemen to 
whom we turn for advice, and to whom the counsellors of the 
nation turn for advice. He is now about to give you some ad- 
vice, and I bespeak not only earnest attention but your serious 
consideration of the things which are to be presented to you by 
Mr. Reynolds. 

I therefore have great pleasure in introducing Mr. Reynolds, 
who will now address you. (Loud applause.) 

Mr. George M. Reynolds : Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of 
the Fire Underwriters' Association of the Northwest: In my 
home city I feel that there is no necessity for making an apology 
for the generosity of the introduction which has just been given 
to me. I am reminded, however, of a story which I fancy many 
of you may never have heard, which seems to be apropos to the 
occasion, and I take this opportunity of telling it. 

A good many years ago Mr. George W. Peck, an eminent 
retired attorney of this city, lived in Topeka, Kansas. He was 
the state attorney for the Santa Fe Road, with offices in Topeka. 
During that time he made a trip abroad, and while in London 
he was attracted by the cheapness of the London clothes, and, 
like most Americans on their first trip abroad, he bought several 
of those suits of clothes. I will tell you that ordinarily the Lon- 
don suit is made as tight fitting as possible, and it has this 
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peculiarity of having a liberal supply of cloth. He came back 
to Topeka a short time after on a beautiful Saturday morning 
and he put on one of those wonderful suits of clothes and started 
down to his office, and while on the way he was conscious of the 
fact that people noticed him, by their smile and that they made 
remarks as he passed by. It happened to be at a time when 
the people of Topeka were wearing loose-legged trousers and 
baggy coats, and this tight-fitting suit Mr. Peck was wearing 
necessarily attracted attention. He appeared to be unconscious 
of this attention that he was attracting until finally he reached 
the office and went inside and closed the door, when he happened 
to spy his Irish janitor and said to him: **Pat, there is some- 
thing wrong with me. I have been conscious of it all the way 
down. When I bought this suit in London it seemed to fit me 
all right, but," he said, **now that I have brought it here and 
put it on it got to be a tight fit.'' To which Pat, with that 
quick wit characteristic of his race, said, **Well, Mr. Peck, you 
must remember you are a dummed sight bigger man in Topeka 
than you were in London. ' ' (Laughter and applause.) 

Now, gentlemen, I have a profound regard for persons who 
do things, therefore I am very glad to be with you. Believing as I 
do that assemblages of this kind, of men engaged in similar lines 
of business, representing different companies, when they come 
together in conventions of this kind get much of help both to 
themselves and their companies, I congratulate the officers of 
this Association upon the success of this convention. 

I have been informed that this is the forty-sixth convention 
of this Underwriters' Association. That being so, I take it for 
granted that it must have been very successfully conducted 
through all of this period. P.ersonally I believe that much that 
counts for success in business is the learning in the school of 
experience ; and certainly the coming together of your delegates 
from different sections of the country, representing a variety of 
interests, once a year, must give you a different view-point from 
those which you would get in your respective homes, were it not 
for this personal contact. 

Much of the success which comes to us in life necessarily 
is the result of personality, and these conventions, with the com- 
mingling of the delegates, one with the other, and the exchang- 
ing of view-points, broadens the horizon of all and changes the 
focus and vision of all to such an extent that I believe they are 
exceedingly interesting and instructive. 

As I say, I have profound regard for people who do things, 
and knomng that the gentlemen present represent an important 
branch of the business of the country, I am pleased to be with 
you. I feel, however, that I must ask you to accept my apology

in the little that I may say to you today. In the first plaee, I 
wish to recall to your minds the fact that some one has said, 
*'If you want a man to talk to you upon any given subject, send 
for the man who does not know anything about it.'' (Laugh- 
ter.) Now, Mr. President and gentlemen, in this instance I can 
assure you, as you will know when I am finished, that in the 
little that I shall undertake to say I shall be speaking only in 
generalities and I shall not undertake in any way to go into 
any technical discussion of insurance, for I am perfectly frank 
to admit at the outset that I know very little about it. And, in 
order that I may not forget myself, as I have oftentimes done, 
and talk a great deal more than the time that I am entitled to, 
I am going to ask you to accept my apology this afternoon for 
having put on paper what I shall say to you today, and, quite 
contrary to my usual practice, I am going to ask your indulgence 
while I read it, in the hope that other speakers who will follow 
me will have time enough during the afternoon in which to de- 
liver their addresses. (Laughter.) 

INSURANCE AND THE BANKER. 

BY 

George M. Reynolds, 
President Continental and Commercial National Bank of Chicago. 

Mb. President and Members op the Fire Insurance Underwriters' 
Association of the Northwest: 

EVERY man who by his individual efPortS 
has achieved marked success in his 
chosen line of business or profession is 
justly regarded as an expert in that line of busi- 
ness, and having knowledge of the high char- 
acter of efficiency represented by those of you 
who are gathered here today, and having gained 
from experience an insight into the qualifica- 
tions which are possessed by those who have 
attained success in the insurance business, I 
have regarded the invitation of your esteemed 
President to meet with you as an honor, as, in- 
deed, I deem It a privilege to be allotted a few 
moments of time in which to address you upon 
some phases of the great business which you 
represent. 

You gentlemen are engaged in a business 
that sprang into being in response to one of the heart yearnings of 
the human race; it was the outgrowth of emotions that rank second 
only to love of family; emotions that have, in some form or other, 
stood put prominently in the trials and hardships of mankind as far 
back as history reaches, and even into a period so remote that only 
legends and hieroglyphics indicate the struggles to give them expres- 
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sion. Ancient tribes wandering over the earth in its primitive state, 
mediaeval man, groping through ignorance and superstition, and the 
advanced civilization of succeeding ages down to the present — all have 
pulsated between fear and hope; fear that the day of calamity, suffer- 
ing or hunger would arrive, and hope that through some form of 
preparation, some forthought, some safeguard, its evil consequences 
might be averted; and so battles have been fought to insure a peace- 
ful dwelling place in a land that would support an increasing popula- 
tion; wars have been waged to insure against the aggression or op- 
pression of foreign foes; and the blaze of revolution from time to time 
called forth a people ^imly determined to insure freedom from the 
arrogance and tyranny' of unjust rulers. 

Men advanced in learning; they began to see the advantages of 
some form of government; they realized that the nomadic should be 
supplanted by the communal life; that there was an economic value in 
coming together and building villages, towns and cities; and that the 
rewards of peaceful industry are above those of destructive war. 
Agriculture developed; money as a medium of exchange replaced skins, 
beads, pottery and produce; ordinary barter gave way to trade, first 
among restricted communities, then between the inhabitants of neigh- 
boring settlements and towns, and finally trade routes were estab- 
lished, and commerce resulted. There came to be an interchange of 
commodities between the various nations. 

During this slow but evolutionary process the permanency of pos- 
session and property rights began to be recognized and respected and 
there was a perfectly Jiatural desire to insure these possessions against 
destruction or spoliation. It is curious that so long a time elapsed 
before this perfectly natural tendency gave the world the definite char- 
acter of insurance that was first written after the London fire of 1666. 

And this longing for protection, present and future, reaches up to 
the highest condition of man, that condition in which he assumes re- 
sponsibility as the head of a family that looks to him for support and 
guidance. The farmer plants his crops, the laborer toils and saves, and 
we all keep busy — some at one thing and some at another, partly, of 
course, to avoid idleness and afford an outlet for the nervous energy 
of the normal human being, but principally because of the wish to 
provide some manner of insurance against adversity, loss of property, 
or ultimate lack of earning power. 

We were not endowed with a more beneficent quality than this 
mixture of hope and fear. It is one of the impelling forces in human 
affairs; remove it and progress would halt. It prompts us to band 
together in war and in peace, in great and small co-operative efforts. 
It leads us to insure each other, and insurance is one of the most 
scientific and logical kinds of co-operation. The comparatively small 
sums it collects from the many, added together, create huge totals 
to be disbursed to the unfortunate among the contributors, none know- 
ing who will be the first to need assistance, but all aware of the fact 
that their premiums massed in a general fund will furnish a new start 
to the man whose property is destroyed, or lessen the hardships of the 
family left without its chief provider. There can be no more impressive 
example of mutual aid or of our interpedence one upon the other. 

Viewed in whatever light you will, you are not forcing upon people 
that for which there is no call; you have not devised a new scheme for 
obtaining a living without returning value; you owe no man apqlogy 
for selecting insurance as a vocation.. It is an honorable field of 
activity, as broad as the progress of the world. 

Let those who doubt the importance of fire insurance ro6k at the 
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figures and they will be amazed. The total amount covered in this 
country during the year 1914, by American and foreign companies, 
was fifty-six billion twelve million dollars; and when we remember 
that a very considerable part of this tremendous amount represents 
policies taken by the keenest men in the business world for the pro- 
tection of property in their charge, we must conclude that in its com- 
prehensiveness fire insurance is one of the main branches of modem 
business. As such it deserves the thoughtful attention of all who have 
the material welfare of the country in mind, and it should be safe- 
guarded from unwise and discriminatory laws and restrictions. 

As compared to the whole business fabric, the individual cases of 
gross mismanagement have been the rare exception, and something is 
glaringly wrong when it has become popular to cast the eye of suspicion 
upon nearly all great lines of industry simply because they have at- 
tained unusual size. 

Through the process of evolution, the present is an age when, to 
attain the highest state of efficiency and to secure the most fruitful 
and satisfactory results, we are obliged to conduct our business upon a 
scale that is almost dumbfounding in its magnitude, and while, as 
stated, we all admit that here have been some cases of mismanagement, 
still, in jutsice to those in the management of great industries which 
are conducted along legitimate channels, we should be discriminating 
in our conclusions and not condemn them as a class simply because of 
isolated cases of irregularity or mismanagement. 

There has been too much legislation in restraint of trade and in- 
surance. In the forty-eight legislatures in session last year, twenty- 
*five hundred bills affecting fire insurance alone, either directly or indi- 
rectly, were introduced; six hundred of these were of vital impor- 
tance. Surely we live in a prolific age. Twenty-five hundred attempts 
to legislate upon the subject! Think of it! This is a matter of no 
little concern to the insuring public generally. Policy holders should 
know whether these proposed laws were framed by men who were thor- 
oughly familiar with the different phases of the question involved; or 
whether they were fathered by legislators who were spurred to action 
by the blighting wave of anti-corporation feeling that has been sweep- 
ing over the United States and checking enterprise the past few years. 
If not based upon sound principles and proved by experience to be 
expedient and fair and for the real good of the people, these measures 
should be defeated, and popular demand should cause the repeal of any 
that have already been enacted into law. 

In any country that has gone forward hi agriculture, commerce 
and transportation to the point where there exist intimate commercial 
relations between the various sections (subject to the qualification that 
there will always be exceptions), the different kinds of business, in 
large measure, prosper or suffer depression together. Usually what 
affects one favorably or adversely reaches many others and with like 
effect, and when a number of leading lines become crippled from any 
cause, the entire machinery of business is upset, men are thrown out 
of employment, and depression ensues. Consequently, aside from 
jeopardizing our property in the event of inadequate protection, harm- 
ful and ill-advised legislative interference with fire insurance reacts 
upon the business world. If premiums are forced too low or the regu- 
lations made too severe, there is danger that a safe margin of reserve 
may not be maintained, and that in cases of great conflagrations the 
companies may not be able quickly to meet their losses. 

While we must have modifications and changes in our laws cor- 
responding with the march of civilization, no enactment should be so 
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drastic or revolutionary as to hamper any business, and especially one 
that 80 nearly approaches the quasi-public function as does yours. 

In many respects insurance and banking are similar. As affecting 
almost every one, they might be compared to death and taxes. The 
insurance companies receive from numerous persons, firms and indi- 
viduals small sums that in the aggregate form a bulwark for the more 
or less inconsequential beneficiary, as well as for the whole business 
world when devastating losses occur. The banks in the same manner 
accumulate large sums through the deposits of their many customers, 
and thus are able to meet the needs of borrowers who are engaged 
in manufacture and trade by which employment is furnished and de- 
velopment carried forward. If there were no great sums out of which 
losses, large and small, could readily be paid, business would be re- 
tarded, just as it would if there were no great stores of reserve money 
in the banks, available as the basis for the granting of credit accom- 
modations to those who have promising enterprises that require 
financing. Both have grown out of necessity. 

There may be feverish activity or discouraging dullness in the 
textile industry without any appreciable change in the hardware trade, 
or vice versa, or a like condition might obtain in a few other indus- 
tries, but not so with insurance or banb^ng. When spindles and looms 
run at capacity, policies covering the operations are in demand and 
banking is favorably affected in that particular locality. The reverse 
is also true. Idleness at the mills induces cancellation of insurance 
and restricted profits for the banks. The maker of fabrics may find 
eager buyers when the hardware manufacturer cannot sell anywhere 
near his normal output, and while no one escapes the effects of general 
conditions very long, the prosperity enjoyed by the insurance man oi 
banker, more than any other except the railroad man, must of neces- 
sity be controlled by the aggregate of conditions. 

If thoroughly alive to our own best interest, you and I are equally 
and at all times hoping and working for those things that are most 
likely to produce the greatest material good for the greatest number. 
We cannot knowingly afford to adopt a selfish policy to the injury of a 
single individual, for every individual is, directly or indirectly, our 
customer. On all broad public questions we must take the position 
that the success of our customers means enlargement of our earniugs ; 
that their loss or failure brings us trouble and diminished profits. We 
stand as composites of all lines. 

The banker relies upon fire insurance to reduce his risk in the 
making of loans. It is his invariable practice, particularly if there is 
the least doubt about the solvency of the borrower, to inquire Into the 
amount of insurance carried on plants and goods by those to whom he 
is lending money. Very logically, he does not regard the loan as safe 
unless the maker's property and merchandise are amply covered, for 
he is anxious to know that the fire hazard is eliminated from the credit 
ris'k as far as possible. 

Any banker of wide experience will tell you that he has had loans 
paid out of the proceeds of policies, or from a business re-established 
with the proceeds of insurance, that never could have been ilquidated 
otherwise. It is conceivable that even the very rich may lose all their 
possesisons in one great fire, and with only book accounts and bank 
balances to offset indebtedness, the problem of beginning over again 
might prove insurmountable. 

A direct relation exists between the banker and the certificate of 
protection you issue. It is found in the colateral loan on merchandise 
in storage. This is of special advantage to merchants and others whose 
operations call for the purchase and storage of quantities of their wares 
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in preparation for a later demand. The banker willingly^ advances the 
required credit when insurance policies, properly assigned, are lodged 
with him, along with the receipts of a reputable warehouse. The 
policy then becomes part of his direct security. 

The similarity of the functions performed by great banking institu- 
tions and insurance companies is aptly illustrated by the nature of the 
service which they render in times of great necessity. The banker, above 
all other men, dreads panic, for he it is upon whom the trouble focuses 
when excitement accompanies a general loss of confidence. The manu- 
facturer, Jobber or laborer may be inconvenienced and may suffer some 
diminution in earnings or loss of wages as the result of one of these 
cataclysms, but whether their perturbation be real or fancied, their 
first and last impulse is to rush to the banker, intent upon arranging 
for more credit than will ever be needed, or withdrawing funds. If 
the movement becomes insistent, the burden gets to be almost unbear- 
able, and while those outside the bank are taking what the}' considei 
a precautionary measure, in reality they are only aggravating trouble, 
and these appeals, coming as they do from all sides, cause the officers 
of our financial institutions many restless moments. 

It would be difficult to imagine a more panicky situation than 
would arise from a great conflagration in one of our big cities if it 
were not for the reassuring thought that it had been anticipated that 
tremendous destruction was liable to occur somewhere, and that through 
the most perfect co-operation in the world — insurance — funds had for 
years been gradually accumulated for that kind of a catastrophe. CTann 
you wonder at the warmth and genuineness of the praise which every* 
banker gladly bestows upon your business? 

Picture to yourself the severity of panic and the utter confusion 
that would have followed the loss of confidence and disorganization 
of credit immediately after the historic San Francisco fire if there 
had been no insurance companies to act as a steadying influence. Peo- 
ple felt that most of the sufferers would be able to pay their debts as 
fast as claims could be adjusted and settled by the insurance com- 
panies, and comparative calm prevailed in business outside the af- 
flicted city. 

Of course, the loss occasioned by the destruction had to be made 
up later. The world had to submit to the economic loss, whether im- 
mediately borne by the insurance companies, or not, but the horrors 
of financial panic were not added to those of fire. 

By reason of the fact that the stability of business conditions I& 
so closely interwoven with insurance, it is here and now proper to 
emphasize the importance of strength. During the investigation inta- 
insurance companies and their transactions a few years ago the news- 
papers and magazines prominently featured not only the abuses that 
had crept into certain kinds of insurance, but the handsome returns, 
received by the stockholders of insurance companies, as well. This 
served as a mass of free advertising for the visionary or unscrupulous, 
promoter. There was failure to point out with sufficient particularity 
that such alluring profits were partly due to the investment of surplus 
funds that had been built up during past decades when there were- 
more opportunities and less competition. This left the unsuspecting 
and inexperienced small investor without the information upon which' 
to base judgment as to the possibilities of the new schemes hatched 
up to start Insurance companies. The promoter could see paradise 
ahead and he made straight for the promised land. He directed his 
efforts towards life insurance, principally because it had been given 
most of the gratuitous advertising. You know what happened. The,- 
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same thing might happen to your branch of the business. A few cases 
of gross mismanagement, some ambitious lawyers; with the publicity 
feature in competent hands, and you might be brought into the lime- 
light; unsound companies might be organized, and the deluded, with 
a little idle money, be given another chance to hand over his savings 
to a smooth talker for an engraved certificate. No scheme of insur- 
ance, and no concern professing to write insurance, should be coun- 
tenanced either by insurance men, the public or state officials, that has 
not financial resources sufficient for any emergency; reserves should be 
ample and invested in readily convertible securities; the insurers should 
always be permitted to charge, and should charge, premiums that would 
warrant the payment of a fair dividend on the capital employed, and 
permit of constant additions to surplus; and the management should 
l)e composed of men of unquestioned abiltiy, integrity and reputation. 

Wild-cat methods can do more widespread material damage in 
insurance and banking than in any other avenue of human endeavor. 
The inexperienced or incompetent should not be tolerated in either. 
The public is entitled to absolute security of its money and property. 

It should no longer be incumbent upon directors either to discon- 
tinue dividends or dip into earnings from investments to make rea- 
sonable disbursements to stockholders and fortify surplus funds. 
These accretions due to capable management in the past should be held 
in trust to provide for the extraordinary losses of the future, and 
everybody knows that such losses will occur at some time or other. 
Hecords tell the story. "The Spectator" of May 21st, 1914, said: "The 
Investment earnings of ninety-one millionaire companies not only paid 
all the dividends to stockholders in the last decade, but contributed 
$48,149,572 towards making up the deficiency in the underwriting ac- 
count, or the strengthening of surplus funds." This is significant and 
proves that a vast amount of insurance was written at less than cost, 
which was clearly wrong; if continued, who knows what risk the 
insured runs in accepting the supposed protection of companies that 
have no great accumulation of investments, the dividends and interest 
on which might be diverted as was done in the cases mentioned by 
"The Spectator." It is imperative that every branch of business be 
on a basis that permits of at least a moderate profit on the current 
volume. Anything else produces demoralization. What would be the 
uncertainty and fear in the minds of our people if nearly a hundred of 
the leading banks of the country had not been able to show any profit 
on their transactions for a period of ten years, except that accruing 
from the surplus previously set aside? It would be asserted, and 
rightly so, that our banking system was weak, and this or similar state- 
ments would be circulated broadcast to the detriment of business 
throughout the country. I am not sufficiently informed upon the sub- 
ject to say whether state laws or insurance men are most to blame 
for this practice, but no matter which, the companies should so read- 
just their schedules as to guarantee that the volume of insurance over 
a given term of years will carry itself. If present laws do not permit 
this, then the statutes should be amended. 

There are a great many kinds of insurance — fire, life, health, 
accident, burglary, Indemnity, hail, and so forth, but the bankers also 
supply something that is in the nature of insurance. The capital and 
surplus of a bank, as well as the integrity, ability and experience of its 
officers, serve as insurance to its depositors. The paid-in capital should 
always be large enough to permit of the prompt writing-off of any bad 
loans without impairing the margin of protection to those who entrust 
their funds to the institution. 
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There must be no over-reaching for volume or profits at the expense 
of preparedness to take care of customers. The institution should be 
80 conservatively and capably managed as to provide them with bank 
credits to meet legitimate requirements. This is another form of in- 
surance which the banks furnish. In each case it is, naturally, ex- 
tended in proportion to the financial responsibility and the average 
free balance carried in books. The latter, being the premium exacted 
by the banks on financial insurance, gives the customer the right to call 
for this accommodation whenever he pleases, conditioned always upon 
his solvency and responsibility. It also gives him preference, espe- 
cially in tight money markets, over the depositor who does not main- 
tain a fair free balance, as well as over the applicant for a loan who 
is not a regular customer. 

The relations existing between you and your customers do not 
differ greatly from those of the banker and his clients. As compe- 
tition becomes more intense and all forms of business get more and 
more into established channels, neither insurance men nor bankers, 
can hazard unfair dealing; the one may not safely cut rates nor the 
other hold out inducements beyond the safe limits of conservatism, for 
whatever is not acquired by merit cannot be held by shrewd turns. 
The man who tries it gets to the place where his shrewdness will no 
longer fulfill expectations. A line of insurance or a bank account se- 
cured at a sacrifice of premiums or profits carries with it a sacrifice of 
business principles that no man who aspires to permanent success 
can afford to make. Insurance company representatives and bank 
officials should at all times be guided by a determination to uphold the 
highest standards. 

The man who builds up a reputation for absolute reliability, for 
performing efficient service in whatever he undertakes, for giving the 
best and for demanding what is right, will find no limitation to his 
business possibilities. 

In your field and mine, as in any others, lasting success is the 
reward of effort intelligently directed, founded upon the elements of 
character, integrity and honorable dealings. Those may sound like 
platitudes, but they have stood the test of centuries, and the more com- 
plex our life becomes, the more potent will be their influence in the 
affairs of men. 

The present is the most momentous time in the history of man; 
we are living in an age which has given birth to his most wonderful 
achievements and to some of his most villainous perpetrations. We 
are witnesses of the world's most devastating and murderous conflict, 
and how far reaching or how long lasting will be its effects or what 
degree of purification will come as its result, time alone can tell, but 
as observers of this headlong plunge into the depths of desolation and 
the tremendous destruction of life and the wealth of the people, we 
are forced to a recognition of the fact that the world needs more hu- 
manity in its makeup. Let our business ethics include the qualities of 
good fellowship and fair dealing. When we preach patriotism let us 
by our acts and deeds exemplify our love of country, and in our busi- 
ness life adhere to the high-minded and noble principles which were 
the inspiration of those rugged pioneers of Colonial days who wrote 
our Constitution, and who laid the foundation for what was destined 
to be the greatest nation in all history — the United States of America. 

Mr. H. N. Wood : Mr. President and members of the Fire 
Underwriters' Association of the Northwest, it has been my 
happy experience to have been enabled to travel in the State 
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of Iowa, from which our friend Mr. Reynolds originally came^ 
for more than thirty years, and I know, and Mr. President, as 
an lowan originally, you know, that the American people have 
watched the career of Mr. Reynolds as he has gone step by step 
from a small beginning in the City of Des Moines and in his 
other Iowa positions, until he has risen to such place in the 
finances of this country when in naming any one, two or three 
financiers in America George M. Reynolds would be one of the 
two or three. (Applause.) He has risen to that position at a 
time when crises in the world have wrecked some of the finan- 
cial interests and the influence of such men as Mr. Reynold^ 
has saved the whole of the financial interests of this country 
until now the American dollar holds the highest position of 
dignity in the financial world. 

Qentlemen, there are two things which will materially affect 
legislation in the future: banks and newspapers. There is no 
authority in the United States that would carry greater weight 
to the banks of the districts over which we preside than the gen- 
tleman who has addressed us today. We ought to place a copy 
of this address in every bank within the confines of our na- 
tional territory. Gentlemen, the newspapers of the country 
are just beginning to admit that you cannot reduce fire insur- 
ance rates by abusing the fire insurance companies. They are 
beginning to recognize the fact that fire waste is the basis of the 
fire rate premium. They are waiting for material upon which 
to base editorials looking to a better viewpoint.^ Gentlemen, the 
address which you have heard this afternoon would be the cre- 
ator of more favorable editorials in the next five years than 
anything which has ever been produced at this or any other gath- 
ering throughout territory beneficial to our interests and against 
aggressive and objectionable legislation upon our affairs. I 
therefore move that we show our appreciation of the address 
by a rising vote, and in that same vote move to instruct the offi- 
cers of this Association to order the printing of 10,000 copies, or 
more if they think best, of this address, to be furnished the bank- 
ers of this district and vicinity, and the press of the country. 

I move the adoption of this motion, sir. 

Mr. Moore : I second the motion. 

The motion as stated was then put to the meeting and car- 
ried by a rising vote, unanimously. 

Mr. Reynolds: Gentlemen, I thank you for the compli- 
ment. I will make Mr. Wood prove what he says. 

Mr. Wood : I have hosts of witnesses here, and I have plenty 
more to draw upon to swear to what I have said. 

The President: I think it is a very unanimous vote. We 
would very much like if thousands more of men in the territory 
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in which we are doing business would know as much as Mr. 
Reynolds claims he does not know; that they would know as 
much about the fire insurance business. He says he doesn't 
know anything about it, but he has struck the keynote of the 
entire situation, and I am very proud today to have him give 
his paper. I knew that if I went to Iowa I would get what was 
coming to us all. (Loud applause.) 

The President: The next paper that we have is from one 
of our own bunch, a gentleman who is a member of the Asso- 
ciation, who is known to all of us and who is beloved by all. I 
wish to say that those who are permitted and who will remain in 
this room will hear a masterpiece. 

It is needless for me to attempt to introduce to you the 
following speaker because you know him as well as I do, and I 
think that you all think as much of him as do I, and I present 
to you Mr. Ernest Palmer (our Ernest), the Assistant General 
Counsel of the National Board of Fire Underwriters, who will 
address you upon the subject of ** Associations.!' (Applause.) 

Mr. Ernest Palmer : Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen : 
The Chairman said I must not mind if one or two hundred fol- 
lowed Mr. Reynolds out into the hall to borrow money; they 
might, some of them, come back a little later. (Laughter and 
applause.)

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Fire Underwriters* Association 
OF THE Northwest: 



YOUR President has suggested that I pre- 
sent to you some thoughts upon "The 
Value of Insurance Associations," which 
have been suggested to us by reason of the spe- 
cial work which our office is doing for the com- 
panies. 

The acceptance of an invitation to deliver 
an address before the Northwest Association 
means but the voicing of that old Arabian 
Nights cry, "New Lamps for Old.** For, al- 
though I may succeed in giving you a new lamp 
which will throw its light in some feeble meas- 
ure to guide you on your insurance way, I am 
but attempting to exchange it for a veritable 
Aladdin*s lamp which shall inspire and aid me 
in my own work. 

This Association holds a place unique in 
the fire insurance world. Its long and honorable career, the lives and 
achievements of the men who have founded and guided it, the papers 
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and addresses which have had circulation through it, its present 
strength of memhership— all constitute a record which makes clear 
the path to all those who would walk with even step insurance-wise. 

There will at once come to your minds the names of many insur 
ance "associations" or "organizations" and, no douht, that thought will 
be father to the wish that the speaker may give many of them but a 
passing glance, lest you be detained here until parting ceases to be 
even a sweet sorrow. 

It is a very curious phenomenon — and sometimes a very dangerous 
fact — that we have optical illusions. Even in ordinary affairs, the 
same landscape, the same events portrayed, mean different things to 
different people. This difference persists not only through the sense 
of vision, but in the realm of thought as well. People hear the same 
words and consider the same happenings with an entirely different 
conception of their import. 

If we could take a composite picture — a moving picture, if you 
will — of the various insurance associations in action, I am afraid it 
would be viewed with a variety of emotions by the insurance managers. 

One Isadore, having stolen a pair of running shoes from the 
Russian army stores in Poland, arrived in New York and opened up 
a picture store. His first sale was a copy of that glorious old revolu- 
tionary war painting of the drummer boy and his two companions — 
one of them wounded, but marching bravely on. You all recall the 
picture — "The Spirit of '76." It inspires you to follow those brave 
fellows and that stirring music, to any fate. 

It is the very "Spirit of 76," but according to Isadore, who knew 
nothing of the history of the events portrayed, it was just a picture 
of three men — one had a fife, one had a drum, and the other had a 
headache. 

Now, in this proposed composite picture, to some of us the central 
figure may appear to be a hero wounded in a just cause, but still lead' 
ing his comrades bravely on. To others, he may be just a fellow with 
a headache. 

It is not my function to analyze the different associations, but 
rather to hold up to you something of what they should be doing— 
and perhaps persuading you to look at them all carefully from a some- 
what different point of view, to the end that you may decide for your- 
selves upon their value. 

You see, I am to make you help me in my task — I am willing to 
accept the verdict of the Northwest Association. 

There has been some discussion about the possible duplication of 
effort. The situation presents much the same problem as that of ath- 
letics in a small college such as I attended. 

All branches of sport were maintained, but an analysis showed 
practically the same group of men to be found in the different uniforms 
at the different seasons. "Slide, Kelly, slide," in the spring, was the 
drop kick hero in the fall, and the sparsely clad basketball tosser in 
the winter. 

Now, with regard to the numerous insurance organizations, can it 
be said that each one has not a separate place to fill? It may well 
be that the same men by working with different groups, having distinct 
and separate aims and methods, can serve their companies more effi- 
ciently. *' "^ 

Perhaps one or two of them could be joined in wedlock, but I had 
rather not at this time advocate the match, or publish the banns. The 
matrimonial alliance of a doctor and a nurse might well be expected 
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to conform to all of the best theories of the eugenic marriage, and yet 
the offspring might chance to be the worst red cross babies ever seen. 

If a speaker is given the opportunity, he is apt to talk about things 
nearest his own activities; and so, when we are considering the value 
of this great Association, we shall more likely look upon it in con- 
nection with the work which our office is doing for the companies. 
The other aspects of your force and usefulness will be dwelt upon by 
other speakers, and I presume your Board of Directors had these 
facts in mind when we were honored with a place upon your program. 

Wherein then lies our joint usefulness to the business of stock fire 
insurance? 

The Mississippi is a mighty river, and it serves a mightier prin- 
cipality. The river drains a region fertile beyond compare, and abound- 
ing in all that makes for the health and wealth of nations. 

If we should follow it from its source, however, we would discover 
that here and there it cuts through beautiful hills and woods, with 
clearly defined rocky banks; then again, it meanders through a harm- 
less and helpless meadow land — sometimes relentlessly eating away a 
lone farmer's only possession, the few acres which made him a free 
man, and the best of citizens. 

The channel wavers and wobbles, now deep, now shallow, now 
beset with sandbars, now apparently safe, but carrying many a fioatin^ 
and dethroned king of the forest. The river has devoured cities, has 
devastated states, has taken its thousands of human sacrifices every 
few years. 

It carries in solution thousands of tons of soil, most of which it 
has collected injudiciously, and will distribute injudiciously. Its 
waters are never clear. Its ways are almost beyond man's understand- 
ing, and its control is a matter worthy of a place among the great 
problems of National Conservation. 

And what of the men and measures which flourish In this, the 
richest valley of the modern world? 

Did you ever stop to consider that the upper Mississippi Valley 
region is the native land of political reform? The river's domain, 
which stretches from the mountains in Pennsylvania to the Rockies, 
nourishes and appears to breed a race of men whose minds are over 
busy seeking to invent cures for those ills, both real and imaginary, 
which affect the body politic and the business world. 

We will omit the discussion and history of all of these — from free 
silver on down the scale — until we reach the one thing in which you 
are most interested. 

Even a cursory review of insurance legislation, attempted and 
effected (and some of the managers of my acquaintance are able to 
review it in no other way) discloses a veritable stream, which rivals 
the Mississippi in volume, and is like unto it in many ways. 

Where did state rating start? In territory drained by the Mis- 
sissippi. Where were valued policy laws first born in the darkness of 
ignorance? In Wisconsin, a state washed by the Mississippi — ^and we 
might pause to remark that the great state of Wisconsin has since seen 
the light, and this very year has repealed the valued policy law, which 
has been a blot upon her statute books since 1S74. Twenty-six states 
followed her lead in enacting this legislation, and the fires induced 
by it throughout the country would tax the Mississippi to extinguish. 
Wo trust that states which so quickly followed her lead in enacting this 
vicious law, will now be guided by her good judgment, long deferred. 

In popular thought, New Jersey a few years ago was rated as 
the home par excellence of the trusts — but where was the octopus 
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first discovered? Probably in the state of Sockless Jerry Simpson. 
Where was your business first classified among the "octupi?" Why, 
in the Mississippi Valley, of course. And is it not still so classified? 
•"By thy waters gently flowing, Illinois, Illinois?" 

Where are to be found in abundance the anti compact laws, the 
anti coinsurance statutes, and all the rest? But why enumerate fur- 
ther the good or the bad? 

This great volume of insurance legislation flows on relentlessly, 
eating away the banks and boundary lines of your business; sometimes 
keeping within proper channels, sometimes carrying relief and nour- 
ishment to languishing fields, sometimes offering an apparently safe 
channel — but usually even such waters are fianked by a Scylla and a 
Chary bdis. 

The Mississippi water requires filtration, if to be used as a bever- 
age, and I believe St. Louis and other cities have plants for this purpose. 
The river of legislation likewise needs frequent and vigorous clarifi- 
cation. After the recent fiood tides in Missouri, which caused us to 
retire to higher ground, the filter was put to work, and we now have a 
law which was at least an honest effort to meet a difficult situation — 
and an honest effort must, and will, be made to give it a fair trial. 

The nation and the sovereign states have long sought to control 
the father of waters, and give merchants and farmers a safe, deep 
waterway to the gulf, with every obstruction removed and a channel 
charted true. The spasmodic efforts have been according to no well 
defined plan. 

Some states did not think it worth while to prepare in advance 
for the flood which others said would come. Some thought they could 
handle it alone and single handed. They did not realize that floods 
may come in from other states along the stream, and that a levee 
cannot be built in a day. 

The Fire Underwriters' Association of the Northwest has a large, 
a growing and an intelligent membership, drawn almost exclusively 
from this very fertile and beautiful valley through which this great 
river of legislation flows. 

Some of you come from territory where dikes and levees are down, 
or were never built. Some of you have seen the flood tide of legislation 
lapping at your fertile flelds, and about to slip away to the gulf the 
crops which you have labored so patiently to bring to harvest. 

Are you alive to the situation, you men of other states? Does the 
experience of your neighbors mean anything to you? Do you think it 
will avail, after your business is dead, to sing "Shall we gather at 
the river?" Now is the time to foregather while you have some better 
reason for song. There will ever be plenty of room on the mourner's 
bench. 

But let us adjourn the "Committee on rivers and harbors" for the 
moment, and get down to brass tacks — only "the tacks aren't brass," 
as the Bush League Agent would say, and "besides, you have been 
sitting on them all the while." 

Perhaps you will be interested by a little more intimate insight 
Into the reasons for the existence of our office — our aims and the results 
which we are trying to accomplish by working with you, rather than 
for you. 

The Committee on Laws of the National Board has general super- 
vision over laws and legislation, and the rulings of Insurance Depart- 
ments throughout the forty-eight states. During a busy season, over 
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two thousand bills affecting our business in some way are introduced 
In the several legislatures, and about two hundred of these usually are 
enacted into law. 

In their turn, these new laws must be carefully interpreted, and 
the companies instructed as to their duties and rights under them. 

While every two years, when the statesmen get together, new laws 
may come, and old laws may go, the rulings of insurance departments 
form a never ending stream which goes on forever. The Insurance 
Oommissioner is always on the job, and his chief occupation seems to be 
In answering questions which never should have been asked. 

Now, we have nothing against the great majority of supervising 
officials. We have found them to be honest and fair minded — ^and what 
more need be said of any man? True, they usually come into office 
without an intimate knowledge of the insurance business, because most 
appointments are an offering to the great American god "Politics." 
However, my ancestry and my business associations are sufficiently 
Hibernian to repel the assumption that all politicians are in league 
with the devil. 

We have found these officials open to reason — ^willing to grant that 
stock fire insurance has earned a right to live. Sometimes department 
rulings have unintentionally denied that right. It is the commissioner's 
duty to enforce the laws as he finds them. If they are oppressive, the 
•correct place to seek relief is before the legislature. 

The one trouble perhaps has been "too much interpretation.'' A 
department ruling should never be asked for, or granted, to fit a par- 
ticular case. Too often, rulings are the result of what some one con- 
nected with the business may have considered a very harmless inquiry. 

It is very important to remember that department rulings have 
the effect of law. Before promulgation, all sides should have a chance 
to be heard. Once a ruling has been made public, it Is practically im- 
possible to get a revision of it; or even a rehearing and argument 
upon it. 

A law at best is a mysterious thing. Any two men who are apt to 
read a different meaning into words — and granted one man has a 
grievance, and the other no comprehensive grasp of the trade names 
and practices of the business, the result of interpreting even a simple 
statute may be disastrous. 

Now, do not misunderstand me. I do not refer to the great ques- 
tions upon which the insurance fraternity is divided. I do refer to 
the many lessor rulings which look harmless, but which have a far- 
reaching effect when applied to stock fire insurance as a whole. 

Of course, questions do arise which should be answered — ^but in 
this age of specialization, why not permit them to be asked, and the 
correct solution urged, by those who are acquainted with similar laws 
and similar conditions before other departments? 

Whenever a ruling is made, it is given wide publicity. It is essen- 
tial that it be correct at the start — for what one state officer has done, 
another is much more likely to do. There is much in the power of 
suggestion — as they are proving on the stage of the Grand Opera House 
this week. 

Submit your legal problems to your manager, who has probably 
had to face in other fields the self same situation. Of course, this 
means more calls upon our office, and would appear to be unselfish on 
our part, but — ^we have reinsured the line — we know it will save us 
miles of travel later on. 

The value of this Association would be increased immeasurably, 
if you would carry this gospel to all your brethren in the field. It is 
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quite possible that much more than the total expense of this annual 
meeting would be saved for the companies, members of the National 
Boar/d, if field men — and through them to some extent, the agents — 
would keep away from the Insurance departments. 

This then is one of the very practical things which I would urge 
upon you — and the second is like unto it. 

A philosopher, or a "nature faker," has said "Wherever a poison- 
ous plant is found, nearby nature will be found to have grown an 
antidote." 

Now, is that not also true in the business of insurance? When 
trouble arises anywhere in the state, the field man is the great little 
pacifier. If some agent gets tangled up with the poison ivy of com- 
petition, the special agent applies the healing lotion. 

If the big city broker picks the mushrooms, and leaves the toad- 
stools for his weaker brother, the field man furnishes the ipecac, oi 
conducts the funeral. When the serpentine trail of mutuals, inter- 
insurance, or Lloyds slips in and over the local agent's expiration book, 
and bites the hand which nurtured it through carelessness, laziness 
or ignorance, the state agent is the old reliable snake bite remedy — 
and mighty welcome in these days he is in some "local option" terri- 
tory. 

If these local maladies are not cured, many of the victims seek 
legislative relief. The field man can be of great value to the business 
in preventing these petty grievances from finding expression on the 
statute books. Of course, some things about the business require 
reform, but in the main, it is as clean and worthy as any in the land. 

It would be foolish, however, to deceive ourselves into the belief 
that in the popular thought -We are all that we should be. There is 
still a distinct distrust of and against stock fire insurance. This is 
being dissolved gradually, because it has rested primarily upon a lack 
of knowledge regarding our methods and the conduct of our business. 
In the popular mind, we are in the octopus class, mainly because certain 
sensation loving opponents have been doing the "hollering." 

Now the creation of a public opinion which will accord us fair 
play, a reasonable price for our indemnity, and a decent freedom from 
hampering legislation, rests in large measure at present upon the 
shoulders of the men who are members of this Association. It must be 
accomplished by personal contact, and the local agents must be lined 
up to present a solid front. 

Wars are lost because of lack of ammunition, but we do not lack 
either men or munitions. We do appear to lack the ability to concen- 
trate our forces, and to direct their aim toward the same mark. 

We must know something about political conditions in each state — 
we must know who is who, and why. We must find out the local preju- 
dices, the reason for their existence — and we must seek to apply the 
cure at the source. 

In this work we are especially fortunate in having such a body of 
men to interest. You are our best source of information as to con- 
ditions, and your opinions regarding strategic points can and must be 
depended on. 

Your whole business consists in meeting men. You are all well 
known and welcome in hundreds of towns and cities. You have ac- 
quired a knowledge of human nature second only to that possessed 
by a jury lawyer, and you are without doubt the most powerful single 
element in creating fire insurance sentiment in your state. It is vital 
that you realize it, for that power carries responsibility. 

Work for solidarity and harmony in the business. Give the agent 
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a broad outlook. This la neither the time nor the place for a discus- 
sion of the American Agency System, but this much may be said — ^the 
local agent should come to see more distinctly than his vision now 
permits that he cannot "get even" with the companies without hurting 
himself, and that what hurts the companies will in the long run 
destroy him. 

Every right thinking field man knows his first duty is to the com- 
pany he represents. He should do the things it wants done, or he 
should get another job; but he ought also to know that the thoughtful 
men of the business, the leaders of today, realize that "expediency" 
is no longer the magic password. The day of reckoning comes more 
quickly in these days than it did a generation ago. What is now good 
for one company is good for the business, and if it is bad for one com- 
pany, it is bad for stock fire insurance. 

The millennium will probably be reached when the companies learn 
that the agents must always be treated fairly; when the field man 
learns that he must dodge a boomerang when he teaches a local agent 
a mean trick to be played upon some other company; when the locaJ 
agent remembers that he is an agent, and as such must guard the best 
interests of his principal; and when the public, with a knowledge of 
the men who are in the business, and the methods pursued, can be 
satisfied to give it something of the dignity by right 61aimed and 
accorded the banking business. 

Do you say that this is impossible? Then you have no right to 
your membership in this Association or the other organizations of 
insurance men whose ideals are directly in line with these principles 
which I have outlined. 

The power of imagination, the power to make real our ideals, 
must not become a lost art in this country. Our "habit of thought" 
is the determining factor in what we are, and what we do. 

The greatest value of any organization is the opportunity to com- 
mune with your fellows who are striving for the same things as you 
yourself are. You learn to know what you know — ^that is, you learn 
to use it You will find others thinking your way, and you will be 
encouraged to go ahead. 

No man is ever more than two weeks ahead of the world on any- 
thing, and whatever of good you are capable of will find echo and 
encouragement in others of your acquaintance. 

Any true reform in any business or community must come from 
within. The true reformer, without exception, is the man who has 
learned the need for change in his own experience of things as they 
are. He must also be great enough to escape the inertia of custom. 
It is easy to see faults from the outside. It is equally easy to be con- 
tent with the security of the inside. 

The meetings of the Association should prove of value to the 
younger men as they acquire inspiration from hearing of the achieve- 
ments of the older members, and' from mingling with them; and they 
should prove equally beneficial to the older men in giving them an 
opportunity to gain the ability most unusual among men of ripe age, 
the power of being contemporary in feeling with the younger genera- 
tion, of taking the form and pressure of present time, of remaking 
their stock of ideas, of casting aside, if necessary, the habits of thought 
and prepossessions of a lifetime. 

The insurance business is tremendously important, and. conse- 
quently deserves tremendous attention by all men who are seriously 
engaged in it. It will bear constant and repeated study in all its 
phases, and no man who is not a student of the game has any place in it. 
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The whole trend of modem thought Is toward efficiency — ^in fact, 
that powerful word "efficiency/' with "co-operation as a handmaid/' is 
becoming the watchword of the Twentieth Century. No organization 
which does not make for the higher efficiency of its members has any 
excuse for existence. 

The insurance men of today must be men of high ideals, but they 
must be men who have achieved the modern spirit — ^they must be effi- 
cient, or they must get out. 

There is one way — and only one way — ^that the propaganda against 
stock fire insurance can be met efPectiyely and finally, and that is by 
conducting the business in the way it should be conducted, convincing 
the people that the state could no do it in any fairer, safer or better way. 

You should be proud of your affiliation with this organization, 
and you should continue your support of any other which can show 
any of these reasons for existence — ^but membership alone means noth- 
ing to you, nor to the organization. Do your share! 

You men have a nodding acquaintance with every Pullman sleeper 
that travels the rails of the middle west, and have long since probably 
ceased to expect hot water in the wash room in the morning. You 
know from experience that it takes something farther back than the 
label on the faucet to make the water run hot 

By the same token the mere calling of yourselves "insurance men" 
will not, in the last analysis, mean very much. You must "deliver the 
goods" — carry the message to Garcia. 

Keeping up with the times is a relative term. It all depends upon 
what procession you are in. We think you are in the right one now, and 
that this old organization should be kept going at top speed. 

Conditions are always changing. If the old organizations cannot 
acquire new ideas rapidly enough to meet them, why, some new asso- 
ciation must be formed, and the old one dispensed with. 

This is always true in any activity which touches elbows with 
the political world. The State of South Carolina has just voted in state 
wide prohibition, and what the Governor of that state will now say to 
the Governor of North Carolina cannot be determined in advance of 
their next meeting. 

I have even heard it said that a live field man dan outgrow the 
benefits flowing from some associations, and I recall that it was said 
of a certain financier who died recently that when he first went into 
Wall street he did not have a dollar he could call his own. A wonder- 
ful achievement, you say, for a man who died a millionaire many times 
over. Yes, but the glamour is taken off when we add that at first he 
was more particular whose dollar he called his own. 

I have heard of some special agents who have gone into a state 
without a line they could call their own, and they have come out in a 
few years with quite a volume of business. 

The test of whether or not that success has been properly achieved 
— in other words, whether or not it is permanent — lies in determiz^ing 
whether the man still holds the respect of the various associations to 
which he belongs, or should belong. 

The beloved McKinley said, "If we could visit each other more 
often, we would love each other better." The meetings of the various 
associations which have not permitted their ideals to wit±ier should 
give a man the opportunity to know and judge his fellows, and — what 
is vastly more important — to know and judge himself. 

There was held in this city last week that bane of the masculine 
exchequer — the National Style show, whose dictum rules the ladies with 
an invisible, but all powerful hand.

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SECOND DAY 



MORNING SESSION. 

The morning session of the second day's proceedings was 
opened by the President, Mr. B. L. West, on Thursday, Octo- 
ber 7, 1915. 

The President : Come to order, gentlemen. We will dispose 
of one or two matters before proceeding with the program this 
morning, gentlemen. You will be very much interested to know 
that we have 108 new members for admisison at this meeting. 
The Secretary will read the number of applications placing the 
new membership to 108, which is quite a satisfactory record. 
Before the Secretary reads the names of new members for elec- 
tion I would like to read an announcement with reference to 
some meetings that are to be held here. 

A conference of members of State Fire Prevention Asso- 
ciations and all others interested in fire prevention work will be 
held in the Assembly Eoom of the Chicago Board of Under- 
writers at 10:30 o'clock Friday morning. The meeting is in- 
tended for the interchange of information as to methods of fire 
prevention work which have been found successful in on6 state 
and can well be adopted by others. There seems to be an ac- 
ceptation of the idea of uniformity and the absorption by the 
Board of the good ideas of their associates, and it will be a very 
interesting meeting, I am sure. 

The Chicago chapter of the National Fire Protection Asso- 
ciation and the City Club of Chicago will observe fire prevention 
day by a luncheon at the City Club, No. 315 Plymouth court, at 
noon Friday. Clarence F. S. Pellet, former president of the 
Chicago Board of Underwriters, will speak at 1 o'clock on ''The 
Danger of a Conflagration in Chicago Today," and James B. 
Latta, of the Underwriters' Laboratories, will give a moving 
picture lecture on ''Fire and the Fight Against It." All those 
interested in fire prevention are invited to be present at both of 
those meetings. Both those meetings are on Friday, and those 
gentlemen who remain over are cordially invited to attend. 

Mr. Monroe: Mr. President, before beginning the regular 
routine business I would like to present for membership in this 
Association the name of Ralph B. Ives, Assistant Secretary of 
the Western Branch of the Aetna Fire Insurance Company, and 
I move you, sir, that we instruct the Secretary to cast the unan- 
imous ballot of this Association for the election of Mr. R. B. Ives 
as a member of this Association. 
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Mr. Carroll L. De Witt : Mr. President, I take great pleas- 
ure in seconding the motion. 

The President: You have heard the motion, that the Sec- 
retary cast the unanimous ballot of this Association for the ad- 
mission of Mr. Ives, Assistant Secretary of the Aetna Insurance 
Company. I think that this motion is a very proper, one, and 
certainly a graceful welcome, which we will be most glad to 
extend to Mr. Ives. 

The motion as stated was then put to the meeting and car- 
ried unanimously. Whereupon the Secretary cast tiie unani- 
mous ballot of the Association in favor of the election of Mr. Ives: 

The President : Mr. Ives is duly elected. 

The Secretary, Mr. Richards, then read the list of names of 
applications for new members. 

The President: You have heard the applications, gentle- 
men. What is your pleasure? 

Mr. Monroe : I move you, sir, that the rules be suspended 
and the Secretary cast the unanimous ballot of this Association 
for the election of the gentlemen named. 

Mr. S. E. Cate: I second the motion. 

The motion as stated was then put to the meeting and car- 
ried unanimously, whereupon the Secretary cast the ballot of 
the Association for the election of the persons named as members. 

The President: In an address yesterday you heard of a 
state bordering on the Mississippi River which was . the first 
state to introduce the valued policy law, and the first state to 
rescind it. The intelligence of the people of that commonwealth 
has been exemplified in more than one way. Not only did they 
repeal their valued policy law, but enlightened intelligence led 
them to the selection of a gentleman to administer their laws who 
has already demonstrated that he is a fair and fearless inter- 
preter of the laws which he is supposed to interpret and enforce. 

It is hardly necessary for me to refer to the gentleman who 
is to address us, that is, in the way of introducing him, because 
he is well known to all of you for the soundness of his ideas 
and the fairness with which he has presented all matters, and in 
administering all matters coming before him, and the expres- 
sions which he has already given show that the fire insurance 
interests, as well as every other interest, including those of the 
people of the State of Wisconsin, will be given fair, broad and 
proper attention at his hands. In other words, every one in 
Wisconsin will get a square deal. 

I take great pleasure in presenting to you a gentleman who 
I am proud to have upon the program of this Association, Mr. 
M. J. Cleary, Commissioner of Insurance, of Madison, Wisconsin. 
(Applause.) 
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THE FUTURE OF FIRE INSURANCE.

Mb. Fbeswent, Ladies and Qentuiubn: 

IF THE President had been a little less pro- 
luBe in hlB introduction I might be less 
nervouB In beginning my lew remarks to 
you. Up in a little town In Columbia County, 
Wisconsin, twenty years ago the last Fourth of 
July, they ottered a prize to the boy who would 
catch the greased pig. A young man named 
Dan Grady caught the pig, and the home paper 
wrote up the event at some length, and with 
proper embellishments. Twenty years later, 
during the past summer, the paper republished 
the article in a "twenty years ago" column. 
Since then another Dan Grady has grown to 
fame in that neighborhood as an attorney. Upon 
reading the reprint of twenty years ago he 
thought that the people would probably believe 
that It was he who caught the pig. He wrote a 
letter to the newspaper and demanded a retraction and apology, or if 
not, he would sue. The editor reprinted the article and under it he 
printed Mr. Grady's letter, and down below he said, "We apologize." 
(Laughter and applause.) 

I feel that I owe you, Mr. President, and to your Association, an 
apology; and while I know that Introductory apologies are always dis- 
tasteful, I cannot help but feel In justice to you, Mr. President, I ought 
to make one. He Invited me a long time ago to come to this meeting 
and deliver a paper. I agreed to do so, and in fact 1 Iiad the honest 
Intention at that time of preparing a paper tor this meeting whidi 
would be, as nearly as T could make it, In keeping with the dignity of 
the body that I was to address. Unfortunately I put off until tomorrow 
those things that I did not have to do today, and about four weeks ago 
I went with the commissioners to the coast, expecting to prepare it on 
the way, or on the way home, but I found that traveling with commis- 
sioners Ih not a good place to do work. (Laughter.) So the result 
1b that I returned home on Tuesday and found a hundred things of 
Importance that were pressing, and I prepared no paper. Last night 
I Jotted down a few notes on the way to Chicago. What I have to say 
to you today will be merely extemporaneous tailc. I do not flatter my- 
self by the belief that any of you gentlemen think that I could otter any 
suggestions to you bearing upon flre insurance which would broaden 
your knowledge in any way on that subject. 

The text has l>een assigned to me, "The Future of Fire insurance." 
I am sure that If you had any thought that I could tell you what the 
future of Qre insurance Is, you would be greatly interested. In fact, I 
suppose if I could tell you what the future of the flre insurance busi- 
ness in the country is to he, I would not need to be a commissioner up 
in Wisconsin. (Laughter and applause.) 

Now F am not disposed to sticli to a text — in fact, sometimes if you 
stick too closely to a text you are misunderstood. 
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Over in the neighboring state of Indiana a good farmer who was too 
busy on Sundays to attend the services at the church sent his little boy 
down there, and the boy came back and th6 father said, "Well, Johnny, 
how were the services?" "Oh, fine." "What was the text?" "Well," 
he says, "I don't know — oh, yes," he says. "Don't get scared any. Your 
quilts will come back." (Laughter.) Well, the father thought that 
was a very peculiar text; it bothered him; and he called up the minister 
and he said, "What text did you preach from this morning?" "Why," 
he said, "Fear not, and the comforter will come." (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) 

I want to touch briefly on three or four subjects in addressing this 
organization. At the outset, I want to compliment you, gentlemen, who 
are so deeply interested in the field of fire insurance, upon the organiza- 
tion that you have. I take it from the remarks of your President that 
108 new members have been added at this meeting; that you are gather- 
ing pretty thoroughly the men who are devoting all of their time to 
this business in the Northwest country. Nothing but good can come 
from the gathering in this sort of way of the best thought of the best 
insurance minds which in this section ^re given to you. This exchange 
of ideas, this uplifting thought that comes to you in the papers which 
come from men of experience, men who are honored and are recog- 
nized as examples worthy of emulation in your field, must of necessity 
bring results. And in such an orga9ization as this I can see great 
hope for the future improvement in the field of fire insurance. 

We hear it said a great many times nowadays that a reaction has 
set in. In fact, I hear it very frequently up in the State of Wisconsin, 
that our companies are now under the control of the state and of the 
department of insurance. We hear it in various other states. But I 
want to say to you gentlemen today, that that is not true. It is not 
true any more of the insurance field than it is of any other field of 
activity. It is true that the people at the present time are giving a 
sane recognition to conditions that actually exist. We are substituting 
sanity and reason for the impetuous desire that has existed on the part 
of many of our people, and especially on the part of many people who 
have sought to climb the ladder of high political offices — I say that we 
substitute for that impetuous desire for reform by this class of people, 
sanity and reason in the administration of our laws. And I believe that 
this is no more true in fire insurance work today than it is in every 
other field of activity. 

For ten or fifteen years in this country a class of men have been 
occupying high places who have been promising the people reforms and 
reforms that have been impossible of accomplishment. The promises 
have been made that, if fulfilled, it would mean they would disprove 
facts that have been established two hundred years and a hundred years 
of experience in this and other countries. Further, we would have to 
prove to be true things that past experience of this and other countries 
have proven during the past hundred years is not true. 

The people of the country have accepted in good faith many of the 
promises that have been made to them by these so-called reformers. 
They have promised them things that are impossible of fulfillment ; they 
have waited for dividends, and now, after waiting during all these years 
for dividends that they could not and ought not to have hoped to realize 
they recognize the fallacy of these theories and are returning to stages 
of sanity. And that is all that we are doing in the insurance business, 
and it is true in every other line of business. 
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The future of the fire insurance business today is wholly within the 
hands of the men who are engaged in that line of activity. The solu- 
tion of the activity. The solution of the problems that confront the com- 
panies, that confront legislators, that confront insurance departments, 
is in the hands of men such as yourselves for solution. The people in 
this country have, in the main, been patient, and I believe that they 
will continue to be patient with the fire insurance people in their efforts 
to solve these problems. 

If an honest effort is made by the companies, and the companies' 
representatives, to clean up the fire insurance business, to meet the 
problems that are pressing for solution, I believe that you will have 
done away with any possibility of the state indulging in the fire in- 
surance business; you have done away with the necessity of the state 
coming in and taking over the regulation of your business, that would 
be an unreasonable interference with the right of administering this 
private business. 

I have said before that the fire insurance business has grown to 
system and perfection probably more slowly than any other great busi- 
ness in this country. In fact, the fire insurance business for nearly two 
hundred years has been more or less of a lagard in its development of 
system and perfection. I can very readily recognize, however, that we 
could not have expected the same progress towards perfection in this 
line of activity that we have seen in many other lines. You have been 
building a business here that was compelled to grow with the growth 
of the country; you have had a development that could not have been 
foreseen at any one time in the history of this country to contend with. 
The immense structures that have been built, the immense congestion 
of property in cities; the correction and perfection of building codes, 
all of those things have gone to bring before the fire insurance men 
problems that could not possibly have been foreseen until they arose. 
It is not so much the past — in fact, there are many things in connec- 
tion with the past In the fire insurance business that are hardly worthy 
of emulation; they are not examples for us to follow, but, rather, ex- 
amples of things that we ought to avoid. But they do point their les- 
son. There are many forces at work today that I believe point to the 
solution of the problems that are confronting the fire insurance people 
of today. 

I am not going to try to go into any detail on these various items 
that I believe are lines of activity that ultimately will result in the 
solution of these problems, because all of you people are more familiar 
with them than I am. I wish to say, briefly, that personally I feel 
that the schedule rating holds out to you and to the people of all of 
the states the greatest hope of solving one of the most perplexing prob- 
lems that now confront all of us. If the schedules are perfected, and 
honestly and properly applied, so that every risk and every class will 
bear its just and proportionate share of burden of insurance cost, then 
practically all of the problems of insurance will have been solved, be- 
cause, so far as the state departments are concerned, all of the people's 
problem is primarily the problem of insurance cost. 

Another thing which I want to suggest is this The item of co*?t, 
and the great field for saving in fire Insurance — and it is another hope- 
ful sign that your organization and many other organizations wholly 
disconnected with the fire Insurance business are working to the end^ 
Is the subject of fire prevention and the reduction of fire waste. To me 
it is the one great field in which we can hope to reduce the cost of fire 
insurance in this country. There are* other items, of course, that may 
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be reduced. I do not believe, however, that you are going to bring 
about any great reduction in the expense ratio. A large item in that 
is the agents' commission. You have got to pay the local agents a liv- 
ing wage, if you are to get service. And while I am on this point I 
wish to say something that I have had on my mind in regard to the 
appointment of local agents, and I am glad to have this opportunity to 
say it to you. 

While I do not believe in the state establishing agency qualification 
such as has been proposed in my own state and other states, I do be- 
lieve the local agents ought to have some qualification. The local agent 
is a man with whom the insured deals; he represents the insurance 
company. In fact, 90 per cent, of the local people insures with the 
agent and not with the company. Ninety per cent, of the people do not 
even know what company their business is insured in. 

With that condition existing, it certainly is important that that 
local agent know something about the business that he is doing; that he 
have some ability, at least, to explain to the insured what his rate 
means; why his rate is so much; what he could do to reduce that rate, 
and something about the business that he is carrying on. And I re- 
gret to say that in my short experience as local agent I have too often 
known the special agent of the company to come into territory that 
was being covered by a good, responsible and intelligent agent, and go 
out into the cross-road town and appoint a storekeeper as agent of 
his company, merely because that storekeeper would give him his own 
business and probably gather up three or four risks with it. - And 
while the company, through their representatives, continue that prac- 
tice of appointing men as local agents who merely carry it as a side 
line, and know nothing of the insurance business, and take no interest 
in it, and have no interest except the few dollars that they may take 
down as commission, you are not going to have any great improvement 
brought about through the local agents. (Applause.) 

And I want to say in this connection, that the local agent is the 
most potent and powerful force in the fire Insurance business today. 
The local agent, intelligent and honest in his efforts, can do more to 
educate the people of the country to the merits of the contentions of 
the fire insurance companies and to the demerits and dangers of 
theories that are being offered to them by people who are not honest 
in offering those theories, than all the publications that the insurance 
world supports, than all the special agents or lecturers that the com- 
panies can possibly send down. Because, as I said before, the local 
agent is the man with whom the property owner deals. He is not 
dealing with your special agent; he is not dealing with your manager 
or with your company. 

Now I want to say just a word upon the subject that I take it is 
of more or less interest to all of the people that are engaged in this 
field of activity. I want to say a word upon the subject of my posi- 
tion, so far as state insurance is. concerned. I have said before, and I 
assume that my attitude on this subject is known to you gentlemen, 
that I do not believe in the state engaging in any form of activity that 
is particularly suited to or adapted to private enterprise and private 
exploitation. (Applause.) At least, so long as private capital is at- 
tracted to that business and reasonably adequate service is rendered to 
the people at rates which are reasonable. 

I do not say that as the friend of the insurance company, but I 
do say it because I do not believe that the state government, as it 
is organized today, is equipped to successfully manage a business of 
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such great proportions as a state insurance organization would be, if it 
was to be a success at all. 

We all know that regardless of any improvements that may have 
come in our political conditions during the past two years in the life 
of the nation, that we have not advanced beyond that point where public 
servants are generally chosen because of their political connection or 
their political influence. We all know, who know anything of the 
business, that the qualification as a politician, does not of necessity im- 
ply that the man is qualified as an underwriter. You cannot go out 
every two years and gather up from the field of men who are politically 
active, men who are capable of operating a large insurance business. 
In fact, I am reasonably well advised that some underwriters make 
more money than the insurance commissioners in salary. (Laughter.) 

Now the fact of the matter is this: That if the state is to indulge 
in the field of fire insurance, it must go to the proposition that no 
permanency of appointment is possible; it must go to the proposition of 
paying salaries that will attract to the service men of the calliber that 
the insurance company find it necessary to attract to their service in 
order to successfully manage a fire insurance company. If we go to 
that system then we must overturn the principle upon which our gov- 
ernment is founded. And I personally do not believe that we want to 
establish men in office for the terms that it will be necessary to estab^ 
lish them there in order to make a successful administrator of a large 
fire insurance company. 

Further than that we all know that there is more or less specula-' 
tion, there is more or less guess and gamble in the fire insurance busi- 
ness, and no state can oftard to go into the game of chance or of gamble. 

Now in regard to the subject of state rate making. We had that 
subject brought before the Wisconsin legislature very forcibly during 
the recent session. I am not ready to say at this time that I believe 
that the state ought to go to the extent of making the rates. I do be- 
lieve, however, that the companies must come to the point where 
they will recognize the right of the state to supervise to some extent 
rate-making; and especially to the point, at least, where, through some 
means, the discrimination that is known to exist, that every field man 
and every underwriter, I take it, will admit exists, may be removed. 

I feel that if you men who are interested in this field would join 
with the supervising officials who are disposed to be fair in their effort 
to bring about the removal of the discriminations that exist not only 
between particular risks but between classes of persons, that you will 
have practically satisfied every reasonable demand that is being made 
by any reasonable man in the states and in the departments or in the 
legislatures. (Applause.) And it is only fair that that should be done. 
It is only fair that you men who represent a company should sit in with 
men who supervise through a department, and who are showing their 
inclination to be fair in their effort to solve these problems, that, as I 
have said before, are the ghosts that stalk in the company offices and 
the legislative halls. 

Now I do not say this as a threat, but so far as my department 
is concerned, I feel justified in saying, and I say it from the observa- 
tion of the temper of our own legislature during the past session, that 
unless some effort that brings about results is made on the part of the 
companies to solve these few problems that are susceptible of solu- 
tion by you gentlemen within a reasonable length of time, you will 
find the legislatures taking that duty and that responsibility out of 
your hands and putting it into the hands of the state. There was a 
time when there was a question about their right to do so, but under 
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the decision of the Kansas case there is not any more question about 
the right of the state to enter into that field, if they see fit 

There are a few other subjects that I take it require no mention 
on my part. They are well known to you. I find in liiy state a great 
deal of dissension — I don't know how popular the subject may be 
with this organization, nor do I care, so far as that Is concerned — on 
this subject of the overhead rating and unauthorized insurance, the 
writing of unauthorized insurance. We have a great task there; it 
Is a hard subject to reach. It is one of the things that is bringing 
the Insurance business into bad repute. I take it that an organization 
such as yours should be a most powerful and potent factor in relieving 
the evils, the dissension and the troubles that grow out of that class 
of business. I trust on that subject you may see fit to take action 
with the end in view of doing away with that class of business. 

Now, as I said at the outset, I have no paper prepared, and I do 
not want to burden you with rambling remarks further. I want to 
express my appreciation to your President and to your organization 
for this opportunity to appear before you. I want 'to assure you of the 
active co-operation of the Wisconsin department in all' efforts that 
you may make to solve these problems that are of common interest 
to you and to the people and the department, and to again apologize 
to you for coming here without preparation. I thank you. (Loud ap- 
plause.) 

The President: Gentlemen, please remember that we have 
other good addresses and a little entertainment here for you. 

I am sure that we aj'e very much pleased to know that in 
the selection of one of our papers we have departed somewhat 
from the usual custom. We have elected presidents and vice- 
presidents and secretaries and treasurers, and to the Vice-Presi- 
dent there has very seldom or ever been assigned any particular 
duties. I have given the Vice-President this year a little some- 
thing to do to earn his money. (Laughter.) 

Everybody who is with us today, and all of our members, 
know the next speaker on the program; and they know that he 
is a character of whom we are all proud and whom we all love. 
Any words that I might add would be superfluous, and I simply 
wish to introduce to you our dearly beloved Vice-President, 
Jack Fitzgerald. Gentlemen, the King. (Loud applause.) 
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THE POWER OP FRIENDSHIP.

Hr. President, Ladigs and Members of tbb Association: 

fAVINa made careful searcb as to the 
records and proceedlnsB of thla Aaso- 
ciatlOD tor many years past, I find It has 
been almost the universal custom for every 
speaker who has appeared before you to offer an 
apology for his appearance, and at the same time 
express to you his great surprise that he should 
have been invited to address you. So that I feel 
entirely justified in follovlng tbis long cstab- 
llsbed custom, and have to otter you my sin- 
cere and profound s}'mpathy, in the punish- 
ment about to be Inflicted. My surprise upon 
receiving the letter of Invitation from our wor- 
thy President was very great, and became the 
greater when I noted the subject upon which he 
desired me to speah, "The Power of Friend- 
ship." At first after reading the letter of Invi- 
tation, 1 was Inclined to regard it as one of his Jokes, and .1 read and 
reread the same, thinking I might discover the joker. Were I to reveal 
to you the nature of the letterhead on which this invitation was writ- 
ten, I have no doubt you would entirely agree that I was warranted In 
my first impression and conclusion. I may say to you that he later dI4 
beseech me on bended knee never to reveal or make known his where- 
abouts at the time of writing this letter; but having learned many 
years ago that one should be exceedingly careful in making any rash 
promises. I did not assure him that I would keep It a secret; and 
now, at this later date, and In view of recent events, I think you should 
know the whole truth; and I know It will be quite pleasing to him, 
and possibly to many others, when I tell you that the place now enjoys 
the distinction and great honor of having the champion lady golf 
player In the Western Golf Association — the Hinsdale Golt Club. I 
hesitated for many weeks I>efore making answer to hla letter, and 
was tempted to answer It after the style of the man whose domestic 
relations had not been the moat agreeable and pleasant that could 
t>e desired; having frequent, stormy and heated discussions with bis 
Ijetter half. By chance at the conclusion of one Of these unpleaaant 
arguments he received a letter algned by the "black hand," demanding, 
that he leave one thousand dollars at a certain place designated by 
them, and falling ao to do, they would kidnap and steal his wife, hold- 
ing her for a much greater ransom. He read the letter carefully, 
turning It over to see the opposite side, making sure It was not in- 
tended as a Joke, saying to himself the while, "Kidnap my wife, fileal 
her away." He then decided to answer the letter In the following 
manner 

"My DtAR Sirs: 

I have your kind favor of recent date demanding of me one 
thousand dollars, or have my wife atolen and held for vt much 
greater ransom. In reply permit me to say that I shall not and 
will not comply with your request, but 1 beg to assure you that I 
am deeply interested in the success of your proposition." 
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A celebrated orator and humorist (now deceased, having only re- 
cently come to a tragic and untimely death) once said that of all per- 
sons in the world for whom he had the greatest compassion and sym- 
pathy, was the man who appears before his audience and announces 
in the beginning that he is not a public speaker, and then proceeds to 
punish them for two or three hours to convince them that his state- 
ment was true. Now I shall not inflict any great punishment upon 
you in an attempt to prove my case one way or the other. 

THE POWER OF FRIENDSHIP. 

This is, indeed, a peculiar subject to be brought before an Associa- 
tion composed of men engaged in the fire insurance work; and yet it is 
possible, and more than probable, that if a careful and strict analysis 
of the great Association to which we have the honor to belong were 
made, would we not discover that the very corner-stone upon which the 
Association rests, and is anchored, could have engraved or carved 
thereon in golden letters the word "Fbiendship." 

When that small band of field men gathered almost fifty years 
ago, by whose efforts and labor this Association was founded, in that 
beautiful city, Dayton, Ohio, was it for the sole and only reason that 
the conditions of the business were such as to demand and require 
such an organization? Was it for the express purpose only that the 
interests of the companies which they had the honor to represent de- 
manded an Associtaion of this kind? One or both reasons might very 
truthfully and properly be given in part as the object to be achievecT. 
But if a careful study should now be made of their thoughts and ob- 
jects, I venture the assertion that It was that they might be more 
closely joined, more firmly cemented together, protecting and guarding 
their personal interests as well, the key note and the somewhat hidden 
principle of which Association was "friendship." 

Aristotle defines friendship as one soul abiding in two bodies, and 
the world has not changed in- that respect greatly since his time. True 
friendships grow, ripen and enlarge slowly and steadily as years pass 
by; we may, or we may not recall, where they began or how, and yet 
they fill a part of every life and being, and we accept and approve them 
with sweet content and glad confidence. 

Whatever may have been the origin or manner in which true 
friendship was formed, whether by growth of time, or by the birth of 
a sudden and deserved sympathy, there can be seen on looking back 
to its inception an element of necessity. It may be properly termed a 
sort of predestined, spiritual relationship. It is not that toe made the 
choice, but the choice made tLS, 

The greatest treatise or work which has ever been given to the 
world on the subject of friendship is the book of Proverbs. It is re- 
plete with shrewd, prudent and wise counsel. "The rich hath many 
friends," with an easily implied understanding as to their quality. 
And yet no book or work has ever been given in modern literature 
which so exalts the principle of friendship, and impresses the need of 
having it truly valued and sacredly kept. "For it is not every flower 
that has vitality enough to grow on stony ground." The most com- 
plete, positive and best means for the cultivation of friendship is to 
be found in a summary of the Golden Rule, to do and for, your friend,. 
what you would have him to do, and for you, is the first and the whole 
secret in the cultivation of friendship. 

A man without friends is alone in the world. Picture, if you please, 
that great, renowned and famous at one time general at whose feet 
nations and empires bowed in humble submission to his power and. 
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daring; think ye that when he had been stripped of all the glory and 
fame once enjoyed, and placed on that desolate island, there to remain 
for the rest of his life, in solitude alone, that he would not gladly have 
given all the glory achieved on the field of battle, conflict and strife, 
could he but have had one, and only one, friend to share with him his 
fate? The hand of the artist has never produced a more pathetic and 
striking example to him who loves and values friends and friendships 
than the one I have just tried to describe. 

When that man Friday came into the life and being of Robinson 
Crusoe, there came also much more than his individual value; for with 
his lower civilization he did not mean much. But to Robinson Crusoe 
he represented a friend. He also felt the satisfaction of the social 
and friendly relations which played upon the affections and made 
Crusoe a different man. The two living together meant more to each 
other than the two living on different desert islands. 

Besides the joy which is found in friendship, and its aid in the 
matter of counsel, the greatest and most noble is the direct help which 
comes to us in the trials and di£Biculties of life — it gives strength to 
character. When men can face the world together, and are ready and 
willing to stand shoulder to shoulder, the sense of comradeship makes 
each stronger; and if by chance one should fall, the other will lift 
him up, giving a feeling of confidence which may often turu defeat 
Into victory. 

All the fruits of friendship, both good and evil, spring from the root 
of influence, and influence in the main is the impress of our real char- 
acter, on the lives of others. Therefore the result of our friendship 
on others must necessarily be conditioned by the nature of our own 
personality. Let us not forget, however, that our responsibility for 
!our friendships is not conflned to the feeling that our influence over 
others is for good. There is a duty and an obligation which we owe to 
ourselves; for as we may possess the gift of influence over others, so 
are we in turn affected by every life which touches or comes in con- 
tact with ours. Contact with a strong nature inspires us with greater 
strength. Kingsley was once asked what was the secret of his strong, 
joyous life, and he answered, "I have many friends." 

The pages of history, and the traditions of centuries, furnish us 
with a sample of true friendship which was valued above, and worth 
more, than all the glittering gold of the then known world. Honor, 
prestige and fame, was offered as a bribe and purchase price for this 
wonderful word. Threats of violence, which were to become the act 
itself, failed to overthrow the bond and promise so sacredly made in the 
name of friendship. Temptations which no mortal man had ever been 
known to brush aside and refuse — freedom, opportunity to return home, 
to gladden the heart and dry the tears of an angel-faced mother, to clasp 
the glad and welcoming hand of a heart-broken father, and last, but not 
least, to wipe away. and dry the tears of a fair maiden, that Cupid with 
unerring aim might complete the happiness; still, in friendship's name, 
all these promises were cast aside as counting for naught. Should 
there exist in the mind of any within the sound of my voice a doubt 
as to the characters which I have tried to picture and paint for you, I 
will say that it is one of the grandest, most noble and worthy samples 
of true friendship the world has ever known, enacted by those two 
illustrious and grand characters, Damon and Pythias. 

I am inclined to believe, and I fancy you will all agree, that every 
man at some time in his life has indulged in flights of vivid and 
graphic imagination. All will not follow the same flight, or attempt 
16 draw the same picture. The Utopian dream (I call it a dream, for 
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it can never be realized) In which I love to indulge, is to picture the 
great change and reformation which could be brought about in this 
grand old world of ours if each and every person would begin at a 
fixed time, in a determined elTort, to do unto his fellow man, and to 
all persons, deeds of greater kindness, acts of greater love and friend- 
ship, than they could do for him; taking as a motto, "I am my brother's 
keeper." The wonderful and miraculous change which would result in 
two or three generations "would be such as to be beyond the compre- 
hension of the most vivid imagination. Our jails and penitentiaries, 
now crowded to their greatest capacity; our alms houses, now filled to 
overfiowing, and inadequate to the requirements made upon them; our 
reform schools and homes of correction, taxed to their utmost limit, 
all these and others I picture within a few generations only would 
serve as roosts for bats, and stand as monuments to the greed, vice 
and folly of a bygone age. 

Do we as business men, special and state agents, adjusters, man- 
agers and assistant managers, or whatever title may attach to our 
names, I say, do we attain the best results possible? And could we 
not bring greater reward for our efforts if our petty jealousies were cast 
aside and a more liberal view taken of our responsibility and duty to 
others, as well as a proper appreciation of any and all kind acts ex- 
tended and shown to us? Surely such a principle of duty is worthy of 
our most serious consideration. 

Friendship, like other things which I need not mention, improves, 
grows better, becomes mellow and sweeter with age, as no doubt some 
of you, at least, could give valuable testimony from actual experience. 
For as time in its rapid flight moves swiftly on, each year marking 
another milestone in the cycle of life, we find ourselves unconsciously 
drawing closer to our hearts with hoops of steel the friends and friend- 
ships of years gone by. 

One of the most appropriate and beautiful tributes to the word 
"friendship" comes from the pen of one whom I have the honor as 
well as the great privilege of calling my true and tried friend, and 
this Association is to be congratulated in the fact that he is also one 
of its members.

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SECOND DAY 



AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The afternoon session was opened at 2 :30 by President West 
with a larger attendance present than at any previous session. 

The President: Comfe to order, gentlemen. 

The next order of business will be the reports of cominit- 
tees. Is the report of the Committee on Nominations for Direct- 
ors for the ensuing year ready? 

Mr. W. J. Sonnen: Your committee recommends that the 
following members be elected to fill the vacancies on our Board 
of Directors : 

Mr. B. L. West, Assistant Western Manager of the In- 
surance Company of North America, Chicago, 111. 

Mr. William M. Higley, State Agent Hanover Insur- 
ance Company, Minneapolis, Minn. 

Mr. J. K. Lesch, State Agent Home Insurance Com- 
pany, Kansas City, Mo. 

Signed by W. J. Sonnen, Chairman; Joseph A. Cloud, W. 
A. Benson, W. H. Zingg and E. R. Perfect, Committee. 

The President : You have heard the report of the Commit- 
tee. What is your pleasure? 

Mr. C. L. Andrews: Mr. President, I move you that the 
report of the Committee be accepted and approved and that the 
gentlemen mentioned be made Directors for the next three years. 

The motion was duly seconded and was put as stated and 
carried unanimously. 

The President : The Vice-President will take the chair and 
we will hear the report of the Committee on the President's 
Address. 

(Mr. John Fitzgerald, Vice-President, hereupon took the 
chair.) 

The Chairman: We will now hear the report of the Com- 
mittee on the President's Address. 
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Beport of the Committee on the President's Address 

We, your Committee to whom was referred the President's 
Address, respectfully report as follows: 

First; We recommend commending the President for his 
concise, clear statements of the various subjects discussed, and 
his evident intention to discuss only practical questions in a 
practical way. 

Second: We recommend approval of*the President's com- 
ments touching the action of the scholarship committee, as well 
as his complimentary remarks as to the library and its man- 
agement under the intelligent and efficient services of our Li- 
brarian, Miss Abbie Gantz. 

Third: We recommend that the Board of Directors be 
impowered to invest so much of our surplus funds as may seem 
to them desirable in high class securities preferably bonds or 
realty mortgages so that a better return for the use of the 
money may be experienced by the Association; and that such 
investments shall have the written approval of the committee or 
at least five members of the Board of which committee the 
President and Treasurer shall be members ''ex officio". We 
also recommend that the written unanimous approval by the 
committee of all such special investments shall be kept in ready 
access in the files of the Treasurer of the Association or at- 
tached to the securities so approved. We recommend that 
this proposed committee shall be named by the Board of Di- 
rectors and that the Board of Directors be hereby authorized 
to make all needed arrangements to carry out the plan sug- 
gested in this paragraph. 

Fourth: We recommend the complete approval by the 
Association of the President's discussion of the various phases 
of the expenses necessary to the conduct of the business of fire 
insurance under the American Agency system and that the full 
influence of the Association both individually and collectively 
should be exercised so that local agents may be advised as to 
the necessity of their co-operation with other representatives of 
the companies, in bringing to the public the full appreciation of 
the necessity of the present agency expense if the system is to 
continue, and also that the best service of the public looking 
to rate reductions would be a constant attack on excessive taxa- 
tion based on gross premiums, and the shameful fire waste which 
could be reduced amazingly by elimination of poor construction 
and careless care of property, and discontinuance of criminal 
losses bv fire. 
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Five : We recommend that the President and his assistants 
be cordially commended for their untiring and efficient services 
which have resulted in such a splendid program as is now draw- 
ing to a close.

Committee, 

The Chairman: Kindly give your attention to the matter 
before you. Gentlemen, you have heard the report of the Com- 
mittee on the President's Address. What is your pleasure ? 

Mr. J. H. Walsh: Mr. Chairman, I move you, sir, the 
adoption of the report as read. 

The motion was duly seconded. 

The Chairman: You have heard the motion, which has 
been duly seconded. Are there any remarks? 

(Cries of Question.") 

The motion, as stated, was then put to the meeting and car- 
ried unanimously, whereupon the President resulned the chair. 

The President: Your President, gentlemen, appreciates 
very much indeed the kindness with which the report was treated 
by the committee and your generous approval of the suggestions. 

Is there any unfinished business before the Association? 

Mr. Thomas E. Gallagher: Mr. President: A friend of 
mine named Cleary — I beg your pardon, Casey (laughter), once 
said, ''Birds of a feather gather no moss," and *' A rolling stone 
is the noblest work of God." (Laughter and applause.) In 
spite of the fact that he thus misquoted these statements it 
gives me an opportunity to rise and say that those of you who 
participated in the program we had this forenoon may have re- 
marked something about the nationality of the gentlemen who 
addressed us, and if a close examination was made you might 
find that there was a slight trace of Fenian blood running 
through their veins. I desire to say, however — and this is the 
purpose for which I rise — ^that in this age of the prosecution — 
and persecution — of insurance companies, it is not only elevat- 
ing, but inspiring to find a public official who has the courage of 
his convictions to such an extent as to express himself in the 
splendid way in which Mr. Cleary talked to us this forenoon. I 
am wondering, if he had prepared his address, what would have 
happened. He certainly acquitted himself in a way that would 
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lead us to honor him and to determine that we will give him a 
square deal during his management. (Applause.) 

Mr. Fitzgerald's address was also very fine and inspiring, 
and I think that the proceedings of this great organization 
should make public record of its appreciation of the honor con- 
ferred upon us by those gentlemen this morning. 

I therefore move you, sir, that we give them a rising vote 
of thanks. 

Mr. P. D. McGregor: I second the motion. 

The President: You have heard the motion, gentlemen, 
which is a very proper one, and I put the motion to you with a 
great deal of pleasure. 

The motion as stated was then put and carried with a 
rising vote. 

The President : Gentlemen, we now come to a very sad por- 
tion of our duties, and I will ask that you stand, as has been our 
custom in the past, with bowed heads, while the Secretary reads 
the names of our departed brethren. 

The Secretary, Mr. Guy Richards, then read the ''In 
Memoriam'' roll of the past year, during which time the mem- 
bers stood with bowed heads in silent attention.

The President: Is there any new business, gentlemen, to 
come before this Association? Any new business, thoughts or 
suggestions to be made at this time? 

There being no suggestions, and no further business to be 
presented, we will now proceed to the election of officers. I 
desire to explain to you, gentlemen, that nobody is/entitled to 
vote except active members and life members. Associate mem- 
bers and honorary members are not entitled to a vote. And I 
might say that the Association has not passed upon the suffrage 
question, so the ladies will be compelled to act as onlookers. 

Nominations for President are now in order. 

Mr. H. N. Kelsey: One of the characteristic features of 
this Association is its good fellowship and the democracy of 
our Association with one another. One of the strongest ele- 
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ments for the continued life, success and energy of the Asso- 
ciation is this annual friendly rivalry between friends in the 
choice of the man to guide the affairs of the Association. 

The men whose claims have been advanced have uniformly 
been men of the highest character and worthy the trust. The 
point of differentiation seems to be one really of personal con- 
tact more than otherwise. It is so this year, and may it ever be so. 

The man whose name I have the honor to present has been 
identified with this Association for a long period of years. He 
has been in the service in the field ; he has established there for 
himself a record of never having failed to answer the call of 
duty. He has performed his labors without stint, giving his 
time, his ability and his every effort towards the success of the 
common good. 

Fellow members, this man is a veteran in the service. His 
brow is tinged with the silver wreath of self-sacrifice and devo- 
tion to the common cause. He has labored in season and out of 
season, and has never been found wanting — a man of quiet dig- 
nity, such as we find in those who have had their hands to the 
plow and have been long in the furrow. He is a man of alert 
maturity, enjoying wit and good humor and good fellowship. 
He is a man of those heart qualities resultant from his broad 
and loving nature, and he measures up well to a high stature of 
manhood. 

In presenting him we do not wish to introduce him as a 
representative of any state or section, any company or interests, 
but to present him for what he is — as a man, a full grown vigor- 
ous man ; a man such as those of his friends who have summered 
and wintered with him would delight to honor; and all those 
who know him, I believe, will experience great joy in giving 
him this honor and this preferment which I ask at your hands 
this day. He would bring to this Association honor, and you 
would confer upon him an honor which he well merits as the 
crowning gift within your power for a well spent, useful and 
happy life, devoted to fire insurance interests. 

I nominate that grand old man — ^that grand old young 
man — ^Mr. Cyrus Woodbury. (Applause.) 

The President: Is there a second to the nomination, gen- 
tlemen ? 

Mr. W. P. Benton: Mr. President, I desire to second the 
nomination of Mr. Woodbury. I have known the gentleman for 
a great many years— I might wish to avoid giving the number. 
I have known Mr. Woodbury, as you might say, in the ditch, 
in the file, and in the trench — ^if you will permit that expression. 
I have always found him to be fair, the very essence of what is 
known as a *'tote fair" — a square man. 
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For a number of years he was special agent in the State 
of Indiana. Afterwards, he had to cover the State of Ken- 
tucky where he obtained the title of Colonel. He then changed 
his occupation, or, rather, his company, and he was advanced — 
if you will permit it at this stage and age — ^to knighthood, in the 
employ of the Queen Insurance Company. 

He is a man of dignity, sir; a man of knowledge, and a 
first-class parliamentarian. He will grace this office with the 
dignity which it demands and which it requires. And, on be- 
half of his alma mater in the fire insurance business and the 
State of Indiana, I take great pleasure in seconding his nomi- 
nation for the Presidency of this Association. (Applause.) 

Mr. J. George Stauffer: Mr. President, I would like to 
add a few words to that nomination, if you please. In looking 
around this audience today, I see a great many young faces 
and strange faces. I have been a member of this organization 
for many long years, and the gentleman who has just been 
nominated has stood by the side of the older people who have 
been here for years and years, and no higher compliment could 
be paid to the gentleman just mentioned, than for this Associa- 
tion to make him their next President — ^Mr. Woodbury. 

I take great pleasure in also seconding that nomination. 

Mr. D. W. Andrews: Mr. President, as a neighbor of Mr. 
Woodbury, living in the state adjoining on the north, I wish, 
on behalf of his many friends in Michigan, to second that nomi- 
nation. ( Applause. ) 

The President: Are there any further nominations? 

Mr. W. R. Townley : Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen : 
While it is my purpose to place another candidate in the field, 
I cannot permit the opportunity to go by without passing a 
compliment upon our opponents. I really feel that we should 
take off our hats to the Ohio contingent, for the reason that they 
come nearer to fulfilling the requirements and the wishes of 
our good friend, Mr. Eddy, than any other contingent in this 
Association. 

As Mr. Kelsey pointed out, these contests are on a friendly 
basis, the basis of good fellowship and of rivalry that no one 
can find fault with. He believes, and I agree with him, that 
the life of this Association rests upon the members showing 
sufificient interest in the elections to bring candidates here to 
oppose each other. I always regret when I see one man carrying 
everything. 

IniELsmuch as Ohio has placed a candidate before us today, 
I feel it is my duty, and it is certainly my pleasure, to find a 
foeman worthy of their steel. 
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It has seemed strange to me that it has always been my 
lot to be called upon to place in nomination a friend when I 
already had a friend named on the other side; but, as the 
gentleman whose name I will mention seems by that name to 
have descended from some noble son of Erin, I am inclined to 
think that that is really what gave me the desire for a real, good, 
hard scrap. (Laughter and applause.) 

Possibly some of you may look upon me in somewhat of the 
light of the two Irislunen who hid behind a hedge waiting for 
the agent of the absentee landlord, each with a blunderbuss 
loaded to the guards, the contents of which were intended for 
the said agent. Nine* o'clock came; ten o'clock, eleven o'clock, 
and the agent had not put in an appearance. As the hour ap- 
proached midnight, Pat leaned over to Mike, and said, **I hope 
that nothing has happened to the dear old gentleman." (Laugh- 
ter and applauBe.) 

The man whose name I will soon mention was bom in the 
State of Minnesota; a state that I dearly love — and if by some 
prescience — ^if it had not been for some prescience that I chose 
Canada as the land of my birth, I am sure that I would hava 
selected Minnesota. (Laughter and Applause.) 

We do not love lands on account of the scenery, or on ac- 
count of the grain they produce, but we love them on account of 
the men who are there. I speak with knowledge when I say in all 
kindliness that I think the world and all of the Minnesota boys, 
for the reason that every June I eat, fish and lie with them; 
and although my slumbers at times may be disturbed, it is not 
because I retire too early. (Laughter.) 

This gentleman grew to manhood in Minnesota; he first 
entered the business there. But it seems that he heard the siren 
voices of those who sang the praises of West Superior in the- 
early 90 's, because you will find that he migrated there; «nd I 
am inclined to believe that some of the romantic fancies with 
which he is endowed today may come from having painted the- 
picture of West Superior in those early days, when he assured 
the visiting statesmen, that, ** Owing to our geographical posi- 
tion., in a quarter of a century we will outrival Chicago. ' ' And 
if I am not wrong in my figuring they still have two years in* 
which to accomplish the purpose of their dream. 

But along in 1892 came the Continental Insurance Com- 
pany. They plucked this brand from the burning, and after a, 
few preliminary skirmishes in Kentucky and Tennessee thej' 
concluded he was about right to transplant into Missouri, andi 
there I met him over twenty years ago. 
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For ten years I traveled with him, in that state, and had 
an opportunity of understanding him, of knowing his character, 
and of gauging his ability, his fidelity, and his moral strength. 
His associates have seen fit to diect him one of the first presidents 
of the Missouri Fire Prevention Association, where he wielded 
the gavel with fairness and justice ; and I know, gentlemen, that 
if you favor him with a majority vote he will direct the desti- 
nies of this Association for the coming year with grand success. 

Therefore, Mr. President, it is my pleasure and my pride to 
place before this body as a candidate for the Presidency of the 
Fire Underwriters' Association of the Northwest for the ensuing 
year, the Missouri State Agent of the Ck)ntinental Insurance 
Company, Mr. A. A. Maloney. (Loud applause.) 

Mr. Edward E. Wells: Mr. President, I do not feel there 
is much left for me to say in seconding the nomination of our 
good friend Maloney, but down in Missouri we all think a great 
deal of him. While we have no desire and no purpose of intro- 
ducing into this campaign sectionaliEon, we want to call the 
attention of this body to the fact that in all the forty-six years' 
existence of this Association the states west of the Mississippi 
have had just two Presidents. Ohio, I believe, has had seven. 
We think in all fairness that we are entitled to recognition on 
the other side of the Mississippi; and I therefore take great 
pleasure in seconding the nomination of Mr. A. A. Maloney. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. S. E. Cate: Mr. President and Gentlemen: Unsolicited 
and unsought, I have come here today for the purpose of not 
deprecating my dear friend from Ohio, but I do come here in 
the interests of the young man — ^well, not particularly young — 
who originated in that great State of Minnesota, and finally 
drifted into Missouri. And without taking one spark or iota 
from the magnificent acts by our position towards Mr. Woodbury 
as a candidate, we take no back seat when we from Missouri 
present Mr. A. A. Maloney as next President of the Fire Under- 
writers' Association of the Northwest. 

Mr. R. W. Schimmel: Mr. Chairman, Gentlemen and Fel- 
low Members of the Association: In taking the privilege of the 
floor at this time, I would like, if I had the ability to do so, to 
pay a fitting tribute to the sterling qualities of that old and 
staunch friend, a friend of twenty-five years standing, one 
whom I have personally known intimately for a quarter of a 
century. Before doing so I would like to relate a slight inci- 
dent that occurred during the early years of my experience 
which has greatly impressed me. 
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Some eighteen or twenty years ago, before the era of state 
regulation of rates in the fire insurance business, one of the 
smaller cities of Southern Minnesota had become badly demoral- 
ized, and had gone from bad to worse, year after year. Cut 
rates and division of commissions had been so general that the 
little town was on the verge of an open rate war. When condi- 
tions reached this breaking point the Minnesota State Board 
was called in to investigate and make a sincere effort to correct 
those bad practices. A committee of some twenty members was 
appointed, and during the investigation some fifteen or sixteen 
local fire insurance agents were examined. All but one of those 
agents confessed their sins and admitted their many transgres- 
sions. In the rear rank of the offenders, and the last one to be 
examined, there stood an elderly and venerable looking old 
gentleman who approached, and with modesty confessed that in 
all the years of his experience in business he had never cut a 
single rate nor divided a single commission. And to prove his 
statements he produced the registers of his only company — ^the 
Continental Insurance Company of New York — for our inspec- 
tion. There stood a man who, in spite of the necessities of life, 
had trod the straight and narrow path of honorable dealing. 
There stood an agent who, in spite of unjust and unfair compe- 
tition of every one of his many competitors, had served his patrons 
honorably and his company faithfully. There was a man whose 
honesty was above all hope for gain, and one who appreciated 
honest service beyond the opportunity of paltry gain and ill- 
gotten commissions. 

That incident, gentlemen, made a profound impression on 
my mind, and I have never forgotten it. 

That honorable gentleman was the father of our present 
candidate for the Presidency of this Association. Mr. A. A. 
Maloney is a chip from the old block. (Applause.) A young 
man of sterling qualities, a man imbued with the highest ideals 
of an honorable career; a man who has trod the ladder step 
by step until he has become one of the leaders in thought and 
action in his chosen profession. 

To all who know him he is a kind and lovable friend; a 
friend with a cheerful disposition and a most magnetic person- 
ality ; a man whose integrity and honesty of purpose and natural 
ability have been the stepping stones to his much deserved suc- 
cess ; a man who, selected to the high position of the Presidency 
of our Association, I am sUre will lead it onward and upward 
to better things and to greater glory ; a native of Minnesota and 
an adopted son of Missouri — I congratulate Missouri. (Ap- 
plause.) 
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I deem it a distinct honor and a special privilege that I can 
have the pleasure of also seconding the nomination as president 
of so worthy a friend as Mr. A. A. Maloney, one of the shining 
lights of Missouri and the whole of the West. I thank you. 
(Loud applause.) 

Mr. Frank H. Jones : Mr. President, yesterday Mr. Palmer, 
in his address used the Mississippi River as an illustration of 
the insurance business. One of its great tributaries is Missouri, 
or the Missouri River. The gentleman whose nomination I wish 
to second comes from Missouri, and by hard work, ability and 
integrity is well worthy of the highest office in the gift of this 
great body of men. As to him the following applies: **Who to 
his self is true, he, therefore, must be true to you." 

Gentlemen, I take great pleasure on behalf of myself and 
those associates who are in favor of Mr. Maloney, of seconding 
his nomination. (Applause.) 

Mr. William E. Page: Mr. President and Gentlemen of this 
Association: It has been my pleasure and my profit to have 
known the gentleman whose name has just been mentioned in 
your presence, from the Minnesota days. I cannot add a word 
of praise to what has been said, but I can indorse it all ; and in 
behalf of myself and of his many friends in Iowa I wish to 
most earnestly and heartily second his nomination as Presi- 
dent of this Association. 

Mr. Geo. B. Gray : Mr. President, it would be an insult to 
the intelligence of this body to say that the large majority of 
the membership are not competent or qualified to act as Presi* 
dent, if they are so called. The man I h^ve in mind, whose 
nomination I wish to second, Mr. Maloney, is a man I first met 
fifteen years ago, under very trying circumstances. I was a 
green duck special agent, wished on to him by the Chicago office 
of the Continental Insurance Company — a mere boy, who was 
put under Mr. Maloney 's command; and I want to say for 
Mr. Maloney that the night was not too short nor the Sunday too 
long but what he would give it up to me, to try to teach me some 
of the ethics of this business. And if I ever attain to any 
success it is because of the training that Mr. A. A. Maloney gave 
to me as a green duck special agent at that time, about fifteen 
years ago. 

On behalf of his friends in the great State of Wisconsin, I 
take great pleasure in seconding the nomination of my old 
friend, Mr. A. A. Maloney. (Applause.) 

The President: Gentlemen, you have heard the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Woodbury and 
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Mr. Walter Scott: Mr. President, as a fellow citizen of 
Mr. Maloney, I can verify all that has been said about him, for 
I have known him ever since he came to Missouri. I have always 
found him loyal. I feel satisfied that he is qualified to make a 
good President of this Association, if elected. In all of my 
dealings with Mr. Maloney, I have found him a man among men, 
and I believe that he has the qualifications which entitle any 
man to an honest vote, and I most heartily second his nomination. 
(Applause.) 

The President: Gentlemen, you have heard the nomina- 
tions of Mr. Woodbury and Mr. Maloney. Are there any further 
nominations to be made? 

Mr. J. H. Walsh : Mr. President, I move you, sir, that the 
nominations be now closed and that we proceed to ballot. 

The motion was duly seconded and carried unanimously. 

The President: I will appoint as tellers — ^Mr. Edward 
Schoen, Mr. S. E. Gate, Mr. J. A. Mavon, Mr. T. R. Fletcher, 
Mr. J. H. McFarland and Mr. Raymond Waldron. 

The tellers will distribute the ballots and I hope that you 
will expedite matters by voting faSt but not often. (Laughter.) 

The members then proceeded to ballot. 

The President: If there is any one who has not voted, 
and who is eligible, please come up and vote right away. There 
is going to be some job to count this ballot. Have you voted! 
Has everybody voted? 

There being no response, the tellers proceeded to count the 
ballots. 

The President: Gentlemen, will you please pass down this 
way? There are some other business matters to come before the 
house. ^ 

I want, before the fireworks, to take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to thank you gentlemen, every last one of you, for your 
kindness and loyalty to me during the past year, and especially 
for your thoughtfulness and your attention during this meet- 
ing. I know that I cannot say this to you after I announce this 
vote, but I have you where I want you, and I want to thank 
you most heartily and sincerely. (Applause.) 

Mr. Andrews : The kind is dead ; long live the king ! 

The President: The vote for President is: Mr. Maloney, 
304 ; Mr. Woodbury, 257. That is 561 votes in all. Mr. Maloney 
is elected. (Loud applause.) I guess it is the largest ballot 
ever cast. 

Mr. De Witt: Mr. President and Members of the Associa- 
tion: On behalf of the State of Ohio and its candidate, Mr. 
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Cyrus Woodbury, I wish to move you, sir, that the election of 
Mr. Moloney be made unanimous. 

I wish to add to that the assurance from the State of Ohio 
and the members from that state in this Association that they 
will give to the Association and to Mr. Maloney the same hearly 
support and the same interest in the welfare of the Association 
and its President that they have always given it in the forty-six 
years of its existence. (Applause.) 

The motion was seconded by many members and was put to 
the meeting and carried unanimously; whereupon Mr. Maloney 
was called to the platform for a speech, being heartily greeted 
by the retiring President, Mr. B. L. West. 

Mr. A. A. Maloney : Mr. Pl^sident, Ladies and Gentlemen 
of the Fire Underwriters' Association of the Northwest: This 
is another one of those ''happiest days in my life,'' and were I 
gifted now with the power of speech that I might fittingly con- 
vey to you in words the thoughts that now come crowding, one 
upon the other, to my mind — ^thoughts of appreciation and 
gratitude and happiness, then, indeed, this would be the great 
incident, the happiest and the proudest day of my life. 

The honor of election of President to this time-honored 
Association is sufficient to justify one in swelling with pride, 
and I ask that you will accept from me in the simple words I 
command now my assurance that I do appreciate this honor, 
and that I am deeply grateful to every one of you; and that 
it will be my effort during my administration to follow the inter- 
ests of this Association at all times. 

As I sat here — and I was in the room, for I was not afraid 
of hearing what was said against me or for me for that matter — 
and heard the nice things that were said, it brought to my mind 
the incident of the man who contemplated moving into some 
other city, and that he might be prepared with proper letters of 
introduction, he solicited his friends for such letters; and about 
a week after the day set for his removal, one of those friends who 
wrote him a very glowing letter met him on the street, and said : 
"I thought you said you were going to move from the city?" 
*'Well," he said, **I did intend to, but when I read all those 
letters and read the nice things that were said about me, I 
thought it would be a long, long time before I could get where 
people would think as good about me as they do here, so I am 
going to stay here." (Laughter and applause.) 

Again, I thank you, gentlemen. (Loud applause.) 

The President (Mr. West) : Gentlemen, we have the Vice- 
President to elect and the Secretary and the Treasurer. I hope 
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that you will remain and enjoy the balance of our meeting. 
Names are in order for Vice-President. Please, gentlemen, if 
you can, stay. Is there any nomination for Vice-President? 

Mr. D. W. Andrews: Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
Association : I had the honor at one time of being the Vice-Presi- 
dent of this Association, and I know of the arduous duties that 
devolve upon that oflSce, and I know a man that I think can fill it. 
I have known him for over twenty years as local agent and as 
employed in the office in Chicago, and for the last ten years as 
field man in the State of Michigan. 

I take great pleasure in nominating Mr. A. B. Henry, special 
agent for the Northwestern National, in Michigan, for Vice- 
President. ( Applause. ) 

Mr. Fred W. Ransom : I take great pleasure in seconding 
the nomination of one of the squarest men that ever drew the 
breath of life — ^Mr. Henry. (Applause.) 

The President: Mr. Henry is nominated. Are there any 
other nominations 1 If there are no other names to be presented 
for Vice-President, the nominations will be closed. A motion is 
now in order. 

Mr. Andrews : I move you, sir, that the rules be suspended 
and the Secretary cast the unanimous ballot of this Association 
for Mr. Henry as Vice-President. 

The President: Gentlemen, you have heard the motion. 
What is your pleasure ? 

The motion was duly seconded and carried and the Secre- 
tary cast the unanimous ballot of the Association for Mr. Henry 
as Vice-President for the ensuing year. 

The President: Nominations for Secretary and Treasurer 
are now in order. I hope we will have enough left to elect these 
gentlemen again. 

Mr. J. H. Gray: Mr. President, I understood you to say 
this was for the office of Secretary and Treasurer? 

The President: Yes. 

Mr. J. H. Gray : I quite feel that it is simply following a 
time-honored custom, but even though it were not, there is but 
one Guy who can fill the position as acceptably as the present 
Secretary. (Laughter and applause.) Therefore, I take pleas- 
ure in following the custom of the past seven years by nominat- 
ing Mr. Guy Richards as successor to himself. (Applause.) 

The President : Are there any other nominations ? 

Mr. George P. Kessburger : Mr. President, I move that the 
nominations be closed and that the President cast the unanimous 
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ballot of the Association for Mr. Guy Richards as Secretary for 
the ensuing year. 

The motion was duly seconded and put to the meeting as 
stated and carried unanimously. Whereupon the President cast 
the unanimous ballot of the Association for Mr. Guy Richards 
as Secretary of the Association for the ensuing year. 

Mr. A. C. Speed : Nominations are now in order for Treas- 
urer? 

The President : Yes, sir. 

Mr. A. C. Speed: Five years ago it was my very great 
privilege to nominate the present encumbent as Treasurer of 
this Association. All of the superlative language that I used 
then I wish to repeat now. He has proven himself a worthy 
man, and he has given to this Association the very best that 
he had to give. It is a pleasure to me, indeed, to re-nominate Mr. 
Charles Hecox for Treasurer of this Association. 

The motion was duly seconded. 

Mr. Fred W. Ransom : Mr. President, I move you that the 
nominations be dosed and that the Secretary be instructed to 
cast the ballot of this Association for Charles Hecox for Treas- 
urer for the ensuing year. 

The motion was duly seconded and put to the meeting as 
stated and carried unanimously. Whereupon the Secretary 
cast the unanimous ballot of the Association for Mr. Charles 
Hecox as Treasurer for the ensuing year. 

The President: Is there any further business before we 
adjourn ? 

We would like to have a resolution offered to the manage- 
ment of this hotel, gentlemen. 

Mr. Charles L. Hecox: On behalf of this Association, I 
move that our thanks be tendered the management of the Hotel 
La Salle for their kindness and attention in taking care of us 
and furnishing this room for our entertainment. 

The motion was duly seconded and carried. 

Mr. Townley: I move we adjourn. 

The motion was duly seconded and put to the meeting as 
stated and carried. 

Whereupon the proceedings of the Forty-sixth Annual Meet- 
ing of the Association were brought to a conclusion.

WILLIAM J. HAGGARTY. 

Born in Chicago, 111., April 22, 1874. 
Died in Chicago, 111., October 8, 1914. 



At this, the annual meeting of the Fire Underwriters' Asso- 
ciation of the Northwest, we are again called upon to pay a fit- 
ting tribute to the memory of one of our best beloved and hon- 
ored members, William J. Haggarty, who died at his home, No.

Benjamin Kelsey was born in Higganum, Connecticut, in 
1827. At the age of fifteen, he entered the mercantile business 
in Baltimore, and in the year 1852 was married to Mary Adams 
Gray of Baltimore, who survives him.

In 1875 he entered the service of the Hartford 
Pire Insurance Company as State Agent and Adjuster of Indi- 
ana, a position he successfully filled until 1898, when, at the age 
of seventy-one, he practically retired from field service, but, 
being the student he was, kept in close touch with the profession.

Benjamin Kelsey was a sunny, cheerful man, always mind- 
ful of those about him and prompt to perform a helpful service, 
great or small. He was a consistent Christian gentleman, with 
an intellectual spirituality that marked his words and acts. He 
was unwavering in his consecration to the true, the pure and 
beautiful.

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REPORT OP COMMITTEE ON THE DEATH OP 

ARTHUR E. PINKNEY. 

Born August 26, 1855. 
Died April 13, 1915. 



Arthur E. Pinkney was born in Louisiana, Missouri, August 
26th, 1855. His first field work was for the Springfield in 
Dakota and covered a period from March, 1884, to December, 
1885. He then became Special Agent of the Firemen's Fund for 
Missouri and Kansas and remained with that company until 
July, 1891, at which time he was made Missouri State Agent of 
the Phenix of Brooklyn. 

Mr. Pinkney was educated as a lawyer and practiced his 
profession for about six years. He was undoubtedly an earnest 
advocate at the Bar, and his convincing oratory has been heard 
by many of us on several occasions. 

In the old days when the Association of Fire Underwriters 
of Missouri, Kansas and Nebraska ruled the underwriting des- 
tinies of those three states, the records show that he was promi- 
nent in all discussions of that body, and after Kansas had 
formed its Sunflower Club and Nebraska its Field Club, many 
of the Missouri men felt that their state should have an organi- 
zation of its own and this purpose was accomplished in Septem- 
ber, 1892, when the Association of Fire Underwriters of Mis- 
souri was formed with Mr. Pinkney as its first President. He 
afterwards served on the Executive Committee of the Missouri 
Association, and in 1893 was elected a member of the Board of 
Directors of the Fire Underwriters' Association of the North- 
west. 

In 1900 Mr. Pinkney left the employ of the Phenix and 
opened an ofiice as an adjuster of fire losses in Kansas City and 
was very successful in this work. In 1909 he came to Chicago 
and connected himself with a manufacturing concern which 
does not appear to have been a great success for the reason that 
he returned to Kansas City to assume the underwriting manage- 
ment of the Central Union Fire Insurance Company of Kansas 
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City, Missouri. After remaining with that concern for a time 
he went with the Mutual Hail of Topeka, and was with that 
company at the time of his death. He passed away, suddenly 
in the little town of MacksviUe, Kansas, April 13, 1915. 

Mr. Pinkney was a 32d Degree Mason, was twice married, 
and leaves a widow and one daughter to mourn his death, and 
to them we tender the sincere sympathy of this Association.

HENRY CLAY STUART. 

Born at Montrose, Iowa, September 10, 1850. 
Died in Des Moines, Iowa, May 11, 1915. 



H. Clay Stuart was an lowan by birth and practically his 
entire life was spent in his native state. At an early age he occu-

London, Western Assurance Company, Hanover and Providence- 
Washington, until 1903, at which time his ability was recognized 
by the directors of the Iowa Home Insurance Company, in elect- 
ing him secretary. Since 1907 until his health failed, Mr. Stuart 
was engaged in the adjustment of losses, a branch of the business 
for which he was particularly fitted by reason of his wonderful 
familiarity with insurance contracts and courts' decisions. He 
was in the early days, president of the Missouri and Kansas 
State Board, president of the Iowa Field Club and in 1891 was 
elected president of the Fire Underwriters' Association of the 
Northwest, being at the time of his death a life member. 

Mr. Stuart was always recognized for his ability in fire in- 
surance matters and no man stood higher among his associates. 
In 1873 he married, and surviving him are the ,widow, one son, 
J. C. Stuart, special agent of the Aetna, one daughter, Mrs. J. C. 
Bauch, wife of the special agent of the Iowa Manufacturers' 
Insurance Company, to whom our love and sympathy are ex- 
tended. 

In the death of Mr. Stuart the insurance world lost one of 
its most forceful members and this Association a man who hon- 
ored it by his record.

Edward Stanbery's education was acquired in the public 
schools of Ohio, Delaware, Ohio Wesleyan University, aiid the 
University of Chicago.

The confinement of the office becoming irksome, and being ten- 
dered the position of State Agent for Ohio for the Royal Insur- 
ance Company, he became a member of the Royal staff on 
January 1st, 1885, where he remained in the closest intimate 
official relations until his death. 

Mr. Stanbery was of an optimistic temperament, a thor- 
ough gentleman, always ready to lend a helping hand to the 
younger men in the business, a friend to all and an enemy to 
none.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON THE DEATH OF 

GEORGE E. SIMONTON. 

Bom near Denver, Colo., December 12th, 1863, 
Died at Denver, Colo., June 24tli, 1914. 



George E. Simonton, manager of the Rocky Mountain Fire 
Underwriters' Association, died in Denver, Colorado, June 
24th, 1914. He was bom near Denver, December 12th, 1863, 
and was educated in the schools of that city. At the age of 
twenty he entered the mercantile business at Red Cliff, Colo- 
rado, succeeding his father. A few years later, he moved to 
Victor, Colorado, engaging in the brokerage and insurance busi- 
ness, where he remained until May, 1910, when he returned to 
Denver, having been appointed Assistant Secretary of The 
Merchants Fire Insurance Company. In October, 1912, he was 
made Manager of the Rocky Mountain Fire Underwriters' Asso- 
ciation, an office he held at the time of his death. 

The predominating influence of his life was Masonry. He 
belonged to all of the Masonic bodies of Colorado, and during 
the year 1913 was Grand Master of Masons in that state. Dur- 
ing the same year, upon nomination of ex-Senator Henry M. 
Teller, he was elected a Knight Commander of the Court of 
Honor. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Dora K. Simonton, and 
a son, Lee H. Simonton, both residing in Denver. 

Mr. Simonton was a man of unusual qualities. The hard- 
ships of his early life in Western mining camps had developed 
in him a rugged strength of character which made him respected 
wherever he was known. He was frank and fair minded, and 
his intercourse with his fellow-men was governed by a keen 
regard for the rights of others. The Golden Rule was his creed. 
Naturally of a judicial temperament, he was often appealed to- 
by his friends on matters confidential. He never failed to be 
interested in a worthy problem, and his advice, if sought, was:

If the perplexities of modern business were a factor in 
hastening the untimely death of George E. Simonton, then may 
we well pause and consider, for human achievement in its most 
serious phase, should demand no such sacrifice as this.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON THE DEATH OF 
LEW WALLACE ANDERSON. 

Bom June 6th, 1867. 
Died September 21st, 1915. 



Lew W. Anderson was bom in Kingston, now a part of 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa. After graduating from high school, he 
began his business career, in 1884, with the Cedar lipids Repub- 
lican. On December 8th, 1885, he became identified with his 
father in the insurance business, under the firm name of J. S. 
Anderson & Son. At the death of his father in 1905, he became 
sole proprietor of the business, and at the time of his death 
the Anderson agency was probably as well and favorably known 
as any local agency in the State of Iowa, if not in the entire 
West. 

Mr. Anderson's activities were not confined to the develop- 
ment of his own business, but in every sense of the word he was 
a public spirited citizen, willing to devote himself, heart and 
soul, to the growth and development of his home city and the 
great commonwealth of Iowa. His high ideals, winning person- 
ality and ceaseless industry in every good work won for him 
universal confidence and esteem. The estimation in which he was 
held is perhaps best shown by the comments of the local press of 
his city, from which we quote : 

''Lew W. Anderson was to Cedar Rapids what 
James J. Hill is to the Northwest. One was a city 
builder and the other is an empire builder. Each had 
faith in the people and each builded for the people. In 
the death of Lew Anderson Cedar Rapids has lost her 
foremost citizen. • * * No death in recent years has 
caused more genuine grief. • * * The city owes much 
to this man. He has been a vast influence in its prog- 
ress and growth.'' 

As an additional tribute, the newspapers suggested that all 
business be suspended during the funeral hour. Such com- 
ments, voicing as they do the sentiments of his community, leave 
nothing to be added. 

Mr. Anderson was essentially a self-made man, of excep- 
tional ability ;and unimpeachable integrity, beloved and re- 
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spected by all who knew him. He was a man of broad affairs, 
identified with numerous successful business enterprises, and was 
in every sense of the word an upbuilder. At the time of his 
death he was actively affiliated with the Elks, Mt. Hermon 
Lodge No. 263 A. F. & A. M., Apollo Commandery, Knights 
Templar, Iowa Consistory No. 2, Star of the West Lodge No. 1, 
Knights of Pythias, Commercial Club and the Fire Underwrit- 
ers' Association of the Northwest. 

Mr. Anderson is survived by his wife and three children, 
Mary Eloise and twin sons, Paul and Donald Anderson, to 
whom^e extend our sincerest sympathy. 

The community of fire underwriters has lost a most valuable 
member and he will long continue to live in the kindly remem- 
brance of his confreres.
